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Control of Fertilizer Prices 

The government during the period of the war 
was forced to assume control of the prices of many 
commodities. “The public, realizing the exigency of 
war-time conditions, accepted without a murmer of 
protest a governmental control of private business 
that was, in the abstract, contrary to the spirit of 
our democracy. It was, of course, expected that 
when the war was over the government would relax 
its hold, and permit business to again be conducted 
along the normal lines with the law of supply and 
demand— instead of departmental regulations—as 
the prime factor in the control of prices. 

The government has been gradually releasing its 
supervision of prices ever since the close of the war, 
and there are very few lines in which there now ex- 
ists anything approaching governmental price control. 
In the fertilizer market, however, the governmnet has 
not yet seen fit to allow the industry to revert to pre- 
war conditions. Dealers in fertilizer materials and 
manufacturers of mixed fertilizers have become 
somewhat restive under the supervision over prices 
which the government continues to exercise, but they 
have looked at the matter in a broad way, and have 
shown no disposition to enter into a controversy with 
the authorities at Washington. 

Department officials insist that they have not, and 
do not intend to fix prices on fertilizers. Techni- 
cally they are correct, for there is no general order 
establishing prices. The matter of prices, however, 
has been taken up with individual firms, and as the 
government has the licensing power over this industry 
—vested in the Agricultural Department by the 

ver act—the Department can wield a club by 
threatening to withdraw the license of a concern if 
its prices are not satisfactory. The fact that this 
power has been used has resulted in individual pro- 
tests, but the trade has taken no action in the matter 

rough its national organization. 

It is stated that there is a feeling in official quar- 
ters that the government control over the fertilizer 
industry is a relic of the war powers that should 
Cease to exist, and that the fertilizer people are being 
iscriminated against in this matter. However, 
some of the government officials are said to favor the 
Continuance of the government license system for the 
ertilizer_ industry, with its potential price control. 

he claim is made by some of its advocates that 

ls system will be the means of saving millions of 
oars to the farmers; but from the farmers have 
Come some of the criticisms of the system. Some

tl ere have been a number of conferences between 
zer manufacturers and the officials of tne 
ae of Soils of the Department of Agriculture, 
ertil € question of the prices of the various sorts of 
Mizer materials has been gone into most thorough- 
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ly. The officials have not completed their investi- 
gations, however, and are still engaged in gathering 
price data. Undoubtedly it is the aim of the De- 
partment to be fair to both the producer and the 
consumer. It would be a most serious matter to 
the whole country if farmers were forced to curtail 
their purchases of fertilizers because they were over- 
charged. On the other hand, manufacturers of 
mixed fertilizers cannot be expected to sell their 
products under the cost of production or at a price 
so low that there would not be a fair profit for the 
producers. 

The decrease in the prices of what the farmer pro- 
duces has created a new situation in the fertilizer 
trade. During the war there was a great increase in 
the cost of all fertilizer materials. This was un- 
avoidable under war-time conditions, but the high 
prices did not check sales as long as the farmers were 
getting high prices for their grain and for their cotton. 
Now conditions have changed so radically that farm- 
ers are protesting that they will be unable to buy 
but little fertilizer next spring unless prices come 
down, and in many lines it is absolutely impossible for 
prices to return to anything like what they were be- 
fore the war. The problems of this industry, how- 
ever, are not unlike those which are confronting other 
industries at this time. The difference in this case is 
the attempt on the part of government officials to 
analyze the situation and control—directly or in- 
directly—the prices. The control of the sugar in- 
dustry has been discontinued, the food and fuel ad- 
ministrations have been abolished, and yet there has 


been no indication that the government intends to 


change its methods of dealing with the fertilizer in- 
dustry. 

The question as to whether the best interests of 
both producer and consumer would be served by an 
open market or by a regulated one is a broad one. 
The government undertakes a very difficult task in 
attempting to regulate prices in times of peace. It is 
just as difficult for some one not in the business to 
say what the proper prices of the different sorts of 
ammoniates are as it would be for the government 
officials to try and fix the price of mixed paints, for 
instance. 

The fertilizer industry has had its troubles because 
of car shortage, high freight rates, scarcity of labor, 
combinations of foreign producers to hold up prices 
of fertilizer materials and many other things. It has 
managed to meet every condition that has been pre- 
sented, and to solve its problems equally as well as 
any other industry has solved the problems it has 
had to meet. Naturally the feeling in the industry 
is that if it was allowed to meet market conditions 
as they exist without outside interference, the law 
of supply and demand would eventually solve the 
problem of prices. No producer in any line has 
any desire to hold prices so high that they stop busi- 
ness, and the fertilizer industry understands the po- 
sition in which the farmer is placed. It must be 
said, however, that those in the industry have met 
the government officials half way, and been willing 
to co-operate with them in every way possible. If 
the government has decided not to change its methods 
of dealing with the industry, the industry will not 
cease to function for that reason. It is natural, 
however, for those in the trade to be of the opinion 
that they would sell the farmer his fertilizers next 
spring just as cheaply if there were no restrictions on 
the business as he will be able to get them, no mat- 
ter how closely the officials of the Department of 
Agriculture scrutinize price lists.

The Flaxseed Situation 

The government has again reduced the figures of 
its estimate of the domestic flaxseed crop. The Octo- 
ber estimate indicated a crop of 11,704,000 bushels. 
The November estimate is 10,736,000 bushels. 
Last year’s crop was 8,919,000 bushels. 

The season has not been a satisfactory one for 
the American producers of flaxseed. The crop pro- 
duced is not a large one and, taking into considera- 
tion the acreage planted, it is very small. The gov- 
ernment estimates the yield per acre at 6.3 bushels, 
while the average yield for a period of years is 7.5 
bushels per acre. Not only has the crop been a dis- 
appointment, but the price has been declining very 
steadily. The fact that the government made such 
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a material reduction in its estimate of the size of the 
crop this month has not stiffened the market in the 
least. On Wednesday cash seed in Duluth was 
quoted at $2.28 a bushel. On the same day of last 
year it was quoted at $4.72. Prices of many com- 
modities are coming down, but the farmer who pro- 
duced flaxseed does not find the prices of the things 
he has to buy very much lower than they were a 
year ago, as is his seed, and he is therefore far from 
contented. 

Up to this time the lowering price of flaxseed has 
not resulted in any material accumulation of it by 
the crushers. The Cuban sugar raisers are trying to 
induce American financiers to loan them the money 
necessary to finance the holding back of their crop 
so as to force distributors and consumers to pay a 
higher price. The cotton farmers are making an 
organized—if not entirely successful—effort to hold 
back cotton from the gins. The flaxseed growers, 
however, have been rushing their seed to the market, 
in spite of the fact that the market was in poor shape 
to handle the seed. Receipts have been twice as 
heavy thus far this season as a year ago, although 
last year the price was very high and the market was 
hungry for seed. More than half of the present 
crop has already been moved, and the crop will be 
entirely out of the farmers’ hands by the first of 
the year. 

In spite of the declining price of domestic seed, 
imports from South America have been very heavy, 
ever since the crop of this country began to reach the 
market. More and more the crushers of the United 
States are coming to depend upon Argentine seed. 
When the domestic production fell below consumers’ 
demands it was necessary to turn to South America 
for seed. Argentina factors have been able to get a 
price for their seed in recent years that has made its 
production very profitable to them. The reports of 
the new Argentina crop are very favorable and the 
harvesting of this crop will begin next month. Of 
course, the Argentina price has come down, but the 
decline in the price of seed in that country has not 
been as great as has the decline in this country. The 
decrease in freight rates from Buenos Aires to New 
York has been a factor that has worked in favor of 
the South American market. 

There is no possibility of a shortage of flaxseed 
this year. India is shipping liberally to Great Britain 
and the Continent, and there would be a movement 
of seed from the Orient to this country if conditions 
were right. The price of seed will, of course, be 
controlled by the demand, and American seed must 
meet the competition of foreign seed. It would be a 
condition of affairs very much to be regretted, how- 
ever, if the day should ever come when American 
crushers would depend entirely upon foreign seed 
for their supplies. It is possible that Argentina wou!d 
be able to furnish this country with all the seed it 
needs next year, but this does not mean that it would 
be able to do so every year. The season in that 
country is uncertain, and farming methods are more 
or less crude, and it is easy to conceive that some 
year the Argentina crop may be a failure. It would 
be a great calamity if the planting of flaxseed is to 
be neglected in this country. American consumers 
recognize the danger that is presented by a lack of 
interest among farmers in flax. For a number of 
years an intelligent effort has been made by crushers 
to encourage the planting of flax in the Northwest. 
The fact that this year’s domestic crop is small will 
not affect oil consumers—as is shown by the weak- 
ness in the linseed oil market—but if the fact that a 
small crop had to be sold at a low price should cause 
a serious cut in next year’s flax acreage, there would 
be a decidedly undesirable situation. 

Predictions are being made that the price of flax- 
seed has gone about as low as it will go, and in this 
case it seems that consumers, as well as producers, 
would welcome a halt in the movement towards a 
lower level.

America’s Barytes Supply 

It is an evidence of advancing civilization, per- 
haps, that Nature’s great storehouse is being searched 
more closely for products that are of practical use 
to man than for precious stones and metals. It is of 
more importance that a new oil “‘gusher’’ be “brought 


in’’ than that a new gold mine be discovered; and 
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the discovery of a new source of supply in this coun- 
try for the barytes market would be most important. 

The consumption of barytes is constantly increas- 
ing in this country. During the past year the paint 
industry has seen a shortage of lithopone, of blanc 
fixe and of washed barytes, and consumers of crude 
barytes have been making strenuous efforts to im- 
The United States does not 
wish to be obliged to go to Geermany—or anywhere 
else—for raw material if it can be obtained in this 
country. During the years 1916, 1917, 1918 and 
1919 this country got along without importing 
Germany was the country that had been 
almost the sole exporter and, of course, supplies from 
that country were shut off entirely. There was but 
little imported during 1915. Under the stimulus of

Concerning Government Regulation of 


Flavoring Extracts 
New York, Nov. 11. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

Dear Sir:—A recent article. 
ment Prohibition of Flavoring 
Feared” (the American Food Journal. 
pp. 21-22, Oct. 20, 1920), calling atten- 
tion to the action of the Federal Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner in declaring that the 
manufacture of tincture of ginger (U. S. 
P.) would have to cease in the United 
States has unquestionably alarmed the 
manufacturers of flavoring extracts. The 
cause and justification of the action of the 
Federal Prohibition Commissioner mav 
unwittingly be in the wording of the test 
requirements of the U. S. P. tincture of 
ginger. Unscrupulous manufacturers are 
quick to take advantage of a auestion- 
able definition, and the offered sugges- 
tion:—“That a regulation be issued pro- 
viding that from and after ninetv davs 
from the date of the issuance of the regu- 
lation the product now known as the U. 
S. P. tincture of ginger should not be 
permitted to be sold unless its contents 
of ginger extractives should be double the 
contents of the same now prescribed bv 
the United States Pharmacoveia” will 
not meet the proper requirements unless 
the wording of the test reauirement is 
changed to what it was undoubtedly in- 
tended to demand, namely a minimum of 
extractives instead of simply a maximum. 
The error should and must be corrected 
in order to prevent misuse of the tincture 
of ginger. The Ninth Edition of the 
United States Pharmacopeeia. pp. 469-470. 
under “Tinctura Zingiberis.” ‘Tincture 
of Jamaica Ginger,” prescribes as a test 
for the per cent. of extractives in the 
finished product :— 

“Evaporate 10 gm. of tincture of gin- 
ger to dryness in a tared dish on a water 
bath; the yield of residue does not ez- 
ceed 2 per cent. When treated with 20 
mils of cold distilled water. not more 
than 15 per cent. of this residue dis- 
solves.” 


The “does not exceed 2 per cent.” is 
either a misprint or an unfortunate word- 
ing as to the intent to indicate the 
amount of extractive as a minimum of 

per cent. A tincture containine not 
less than 2 per cent. has a minimum fixed 
per cent. of extractive, whereas “does 
not exceed 2 per cent.”” may mean any- 
thing from a colored alcohol solution with 
a suggestion of ginger to the limit of 
2 per cent. This phase has undoubtedly 
been taken advantage of by unscrupulous 
manufacturers, and it is quite certain 
that the committee suggestine the 
doubling of the strength (in amount of 
extractives) of the U. S. P. tincture of 
ginger was not aware of the ambiguitv 
or exact wording of the percentage re- 
quirement of extractives in the U. S. P. 
tincture of ginger.

The development of interior pressure in 
the drum undoubtedly caused the explo- 
sion. Sulphuric acid acts slowly on iron 
or steel, and one of the products of this 
action is hydrogen gas. The action of 
the acid on the metal is accelerated by 
heat and is noticeably greater in summer 
than in winter. 

A tightly sealed drum of sulphuric acid, 
which permits no escape of gas, will 
therefore, in time, accumulate consider- 
able internal pressure from the gas pro- 
duced by the acid on the metal. 

In view of the development of interior 
pressure in sulphuric acid drums, it is 
the practice of some concerns who store 
closed drums of acid for a long time to 
open the bung occasionally to allow the 
gasses to escape. If this had been done 
before shipment of the drum in the above 
case, the pressure would have been re- 
leased and the drum would not have 
burst and caused the havoc mentioned. 

The Bureau of Explosives, therefore, 
recommends that before returning sul- 
phuric acid drums, that have been stored 
for some time, the accumulated pressure 
in such drums should be released by 
opening the bungs. After this gas pres- 
sure has been allowed to escape, the 
bungs should be replaced tightly so that 
no leakage of the acid will be possible 
in transit. 

I desire to point out that there have 
also been several instances wherein the 
drums have burst in transit on their first 
shipment. The bursting of these drums 
was also due to the development of in- 
terior pressure. A contributing cause, 
however, was possibly the fact that the 
drums were defective or weak, or insuffi- 
cient outage had been allowed, and 
further that the drums had been exposed 
to direct sunlight.

SPANISH OXIDE 


A. Hummel Tells of Conditions in 
Spain—Why Price Is Up 


sidelights, vital to the

Interesting 
Spanish oxide t 
by A. Hummel, of 


Robinson, importers of oxide of iron, on 
his recent rewurn from Spain. where he 
visited the mines and factories in which 
his firm is interested. Mr. Hummel 


brings with him, of first importance. the 
principal reasons for the advance in price 
of Spanish oxide and the circumstances 
which auger its further increase in price 
in the near future. Briefly. Mr. Hummel 
chiefly attributes price conditions cover- 
ing this material to the higher cost of 
production, including higher wages and 
increased operating expenses and the cost 
of transportation of the crude ore from 
the mines to the plants. * The new, Span- 
ish tariffs, still pending for action by the 
government, is the main reason. of course. 
says Mr. Hummel, for the looked for fur- 
ther advance in Spanish oxide. He dis- 
counts the idea, prevalent in some quar- 
ters, that the price of Spanish oxide is 
attributable to speculative interests try- 
ing to control the market. A close studv 
of actual conditions prevailing in Spain. 
he says, shows that this is not so. 

In a statement on the situation. Mr. 
Hummel said :— 


“The higher cost of production at the 
mines. of course, is to some degree re- 
sponsible for the higher prices in Spanish 
oxide, but the decisive factor really is the 
cost of transportation of the crude ore 
from the mines located in the interior to 
the grinding plants in Malaga, where the 
most important factories are located and 
where the market for Spanish oxide is 
established. The key to the Spanish 
oxide situation is the Spanish railway 
system, in. particular the Andaluces Rail- 
way Co. 

Another difficulty is that owing to the 
Shortage of cars the government has 
issued a list of preferential merchandise, 
and as oxide ore does not come under 
this head, cars for transportation of oxide 
are only available when _ preferential 
foods, such as coal, olive oil, foodstuffs, 
€rtilizers, etc., are not moving. 
oi One other important point is to be 
frnsidered. The first advance in tariff

The indications 
are that the new tariff with increased 
freight rates will soon be approved and 
this would mean a further increase in

“Should the new tariffs be approved of 


it is expected that the rates of the ‘gen- 
eral tariff’ will be advanced 30 ver cent 
and that all ‘special tariffs’ will be abol 
ished. Iron oxide ore then would have 
to be transported under the increased 


‘general tariff’ at a 
pesetas per ton.

Dry color factors report a noticeable 
pick-up in demand, but orders for 
quantity have not been in evidence as 
yet. Prices continue well maintained, 
although in some instances, where re- 
selling has been done, quotations have 
been shaded by those who cannot re- 
sist making sales, even at the expense 
of the market. 

The eleventh hour drop in the prices 
for litharge and red lead occurred, 
which is rather unusual in view of the 
fact that heretofore any change in the 
lead pigment quotations has ween re- 
flected throughout the list. Zinc oxide 
is frm at former levels, which is also 
true of lithopone, varnish gums, glues, 
— moss, casein, whiting and otL®r 
paint materials. 

Prolongation of the period of busi- 
ness uncertainty caused a slump in 
building operations in October, a¢cord- 
ing to statistics compiled by F. W. 
Dodge Co. Contracts awarded during 
October in the 25 States comprising 
the Northeastern quarter of the coun- 
try amounted to $177,791,000, which was

has been more active than last year. 
Contracts awarded during the first ten 
months of this year have amounted to 
275,000,000, as against $188 000,000 for 
the first ten months of last year. Pro- 
jected work reported during the ten 
months has been $200,000,000 in excess 
of contracts awarded. The greatest 
amount of deferred work is in public 


works and residential buildings. In 
New York State and Northern New 
Jersey building contracts for October 


amounted to $49 207,000, a decline of 
$10,000,000 from the September figure. 
Projected work reported during the ten 
months has totaled nearly $300,000,000 
more than contracts awarded. The 
greatest amount of deferred construc- 
tion is in residential building. 

October building contracts in Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Southern New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, the District of 
Columbia and Virginia amounted to 
$14,896,000, about $3,000,000 less than 
the September figure. Projected work 
amounted to double that of contracts 
awarded. 

In Western Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Ohio, Kentucky and Tennessee 
building contracts amounted to $36.- 
276,000, which is $5,000,000 less than the 
September figure. Projected work re- 
ported during the first ten months of 
this year has amounted to $140,000,000 
in excess of the total contracts award- 
ed. The greatest deficiency is in resi- 
dentia] buildings. 

Building contracts let during October 


in the Central West (comprising 
Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Missouri and portions of 
Eastern Kansas and Nebraska) 


amounted to $50,000,000, which is a de- 
cline of $3,000,000 from the September 
figure. Projected work has been re- 
ported in the ten months of this year 
amounting to over $1.500,000,000, more 
than double the contracts awarded. 
This shows a vast amount of deferred 
construction, principally public works 
and residential buildings. 

October building contracts in Minne- 
sota and North and South Dakota 
amounted to $8,726,000, an increase of 
24 per cent. over the September figure. 
Projected work reported in the first 
ten months of this year has amounted 
to $146,000,000, compared with $85,000,- 
000 for contracts awarded. The greatest 
amount of deferred construction is in 
industrial plants. 

The ever-increasing tendency on the 
part of men in the paint industry to 
co-operate with each other in meas- 
ures of public good and to exchange 
helpful information, has been greatly 
strengthened by the statistical bureau 
of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association, which acts as a clearing 
house for data of the related industries, 

At the banquet of the Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club of New York, held last 
night at the Drug and Chemical Club, 
the work of co-operation was admir- 
ably demonstrated in the reports of the 
various committees. An outstanding 
feature of the occasion was the Armis- 
tice Day address by E. J. Cornish, for- 
mer president of the association, and 
president of the National Lead Co. The 
banquet is covered at length in the 
news columns of this paper.

The output is in 
no wise affected by the temporary ab- 
sence of new business, but is running 
in full blast, with the producer at- 
tempting the double purpose of filling 
routine demand and preparing for the 
lithopone rush, which promises to come 
next spring. Prices are still quoted on 
a nominal basis of $35 per ton for the 
prime white and $25 for the off color. 
BLANC FIXE.—Owing to the scar- 
city of blane fixe, manufacturers find 
it difficult to fill the growing volume 
of orders. Increased production is pre- 
dicted as a result of the freer offerings 
of barytes, which formerly caused a 
curtailment of supply on account of 
their scarcity. Although but small lots 
are now to be found on the market, 
there is every reason to believe that 
stocks will grow larger, with the im- 
proved railroad car service and the 
freer accumulations of basic materials.

The 
spring trade promises to be a heavy 
one, and factors are endeavoring to 
increase their accumulations to a large 
degree in view of the coming rush. A 
much better tone to the market is pre- 
dicted by the first of January. Prices 
remain nominally firm at 7%@8c. per 
pound, in double bags, in carload lots, 
and 8@8%%e. is the price for barreled 
lithopone in carload lots. 

ZINC OXIDE.—There has been no 
change in the market since last re- 
ports.

DRY COLORS 


Values as a rule have been well 
maintained, with but little change from 
last reports. Some reselling has still 
been in evidence, but spot supplies are 
plentiful and not being pressed on the 
market at the present time. Producers 
have now turned their attention to the 
routine demand, which continues the 
year around in some items. 

There is a much better feeling in the 
market than there was a short time 
ago, and leading producers are opti- 
mistie over prospects of a bright fu- 
ture for the trade. This attitude is 
based on the scope of the national 
building program, which is to be begun 
within the next few months. Latest 
statistics show that a great proportion 
of building planned to have been un- 
dertaken has been deferred since the 
declaration of war. This situation can- 
not continue much longer, for the coun- 
try is experiencing an acute shortage 
of buildings, both for residential and 
business purposes. 

Since last reports there has been no 
change in prices of dry colors. Blues 
continue steady at former prices. 
Chinese, Milori and Prussian blues are 
quoted at 90c. per pound. Soluble blue 
is selling in small volume at 90c. per 
pound also, while ultramarines are 
steady at former levels of 15@50c. per 
pound. Foreign iron blues are still be- 
ing offered in some quarters at 7dc. 
per pound, but there is practically no 
demand at this price. Blacks remain 
unchanged, with carbon gas quoted at 
12@30c. Lampblack remains active at 
12@40c. per pound, according to grade. 
Ivory is featureless at 16@30c, per 
pound. Bone and drop blacks remain 
unchanged at 54%@10c. per pound for 
the former, and 5@l1l5ic. for the latter. 
Prices for browns are steady at former 
levels. The undertone is firm as usual, 
and the movement is in restricted vol- 
ume, with Italian sienna acutely scarce. 
The list of greens is well held, and 
Paris green remains quoted at 32@34c. 
per pound, in bulk. Grinders’ remains 
at 144%,@20c. per pound, while prices 
for jobbing rest at 9@l4c. for the 
higher grade, and lic. per pound for 
the lower. English vermilion, quick- 
silver, holds steady at $1.40@1.45. Other 
items in the list of reds are nominally 


unchanged.

Conditions remain about the same 
as those observed in last reports, with 
little improvement in trading condi- 
tions. Considerable amounts of high- 
grade blacks have accumulated since 
the withdrawal from the market of the 
automobile industry. Though faced 
with the problem of present dullness 
and the lack of new business, pro- 
ducers have turned their attention to

Pentine, byt manufacturers 
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in some quarters state that war-time 
inflation has already been discounted 
and that prices cannot reach lower lev- 
els unless the prices for raw materials 
have also been scaled down. At this 
time, linseed oil is selling for less than 
the seed alone, and the present price 
seems ridiculous when compared with 
that of the last few years. Turpentine, 
another important ingredient of paint, 
has again fallen since last reports, and 


indications are that it will decline to 
still further levels. Dry colors may 
now be had at lower prices than for 


several years, and even with labor cdésts 
high, the manufacturer of mixed paints 
could well afford to stabilize his prices 
to a greater extent. That a reduction 
is inevitable, most factors agree, and 
information from reliable sources states 
that new price lists will be put into ef- 
fect by the middle of next December. 


OTHER PAINT MATERIALS 


Very little pick-up in demand has 
been observed in the market for minor 


paint materials since last reports, and 
the present situation bids fair to con- 
tinue for some time. Many items on 


the list were formerly furnished by Eu- 
ropean producers, but due to the cur- 
tailment of- shipments, the American 
buyer has been compelled to tuin to- 
wards home production. Now quite a 
few of the former imported paint ma- 
terials are domestically produced, and 
has resulted in placing of goods on the 


market, equal or better than those 
which formerly came from Europe. 
Very little in the way of china clay 


shipments has been in evidence lately, 
while a similar condition exsts in the 
ease of tale consignments. Whiting 
stocks are small, and this material is 
in great demand. Casein producers are 
well sold up, with little prospect of be- 


ing able to otfer much in the way of 
spot supplies. 
CASEIN. — Importations were re- 


stricted in volume during the week, but 
what small amounts were offered were 
promptly bought. Demand was quite 


active last week in spite of the fact 
that the market was inclined to be 


spasmodic and dealers are holding firm- 
ly to their prices. An improvement in 
the situation is looked for before many 
weeks. Prices are made on the bas.s of 
1s@17c. per pound, depending upon 
grade and quantity. 

CHALK.—No improvemennt in the 
Situation has been noted from last quo- 
tations, although somewhat larger ship- 
ments arrived during the week. No 
trading of any consequence resulted, as 
buyers are not as yet interested in the 
market. What business there is is 
mainly routine, and for small quantity 
to fill immediate needs. Consignments 
of chalk from England have been ef- 
fected despite the handicaps encount- 
ered in the labor situation and railway 
trensportation. Prices are nominal. 

CHINA CLAY.—The market is still 
characterized by a shortage of this es- 
sential, although a beiter volume of 
arrivals from abroad has recently been 
noticed. Stocks in the hands of dealers 
continue low, and this condition has 
been aggravated by the shortage of box 
ears in which to make shipments. 
Large stocks of this material are said 
to be on hand at producing centers, but 
manufacturers have so far been able to 
get very little on the market. Prices 
remain at $19@25 for the imported ma- 
terial, while $10@20 per ton is quoted 
for the domestic grade, f. 0. b. Chicago, 
in Small lots. 

PUTTY.—No change from last re- 
ports has been noted in the instance of 
putty. This market has been charac- 
terized for a long time by firm prices 
and an active demand. As in the case 
of other items, putty sales will jump in 
volume when building operations start 


again. Prices are as follows:—-Com- 
mercial putty in one and five-pound 
tins is quoted at $5.25@5.75 per 100 


pounds; putty in linseed oil in one and 
five-pound tins remains at $10.50@ 
11.75; colored, $9.50@10; commercial in 
120-pound tubs, $3.50; pure, in tubs, 
$4.75: linseed oil, in tubs, $8.28. When 
white lead is an ingredient of putty. a 


cent a pound may be added to the 
above quotations. 

WHITING.—No new business is be- 
ing sought by manufacturers at the 


present time, as they are busily engaged 
on old contracts. Stocks are extremely 
searce and most of the amount now ar- 
riving from abroad has been sold long 
in advance. Supply and demand are 
about evenly balanced and the market 
is steady at current prices: —Commer- 
cial remains quoted at $1.40; gilders’ 
bolted, at $1.55; English cliffstone at 
$2. and American paris white at $1.75. 


GLUES 


While prices were held at current 
levels, trading since last reports has 
been decidedly brisk. Buyers for spot 
exhibited quite a bit of activity, while 
old consumers continued their routine 
demand. The movement of glues into 
consuming channels is. steadily in- 


creasing, and local holders anticipate 
an active business this month. Im- 
ports from France and England have 
been noticeably better, and though 
large, the demand is too heavy to per- 
mit stocks to accumulate. No real 
reduction in prices is looked for in 


most quarters until such costs as rail- 
way transportation, raw materials,

rosins has been dull for some time, ow- 
ing to the hesitancy of the buyers to 
enter the market for large amounts. 
They fear that any purchases made on 
the unstable market would result in 
their paying more than they should for 
rosins. Consequently what few buyers 
there have been on the market have 
ought only small amounts for immedi- 
ate use. Turpentine demand has been 
<omewhat more generous of late, and 
trading up until recently in this item 
was much more brisk than in rosin. 
Most of the sales that have been made 
at the Southern producing centers 
have been made to European buyers. 
Domestic demand has shown new 
wwakening from the lethargy into 
which it sunk lately. There is Some 
routine trading, which has been car- 
ried on spasmodically between the pro- 
ducer and the Western paint manufac- 
turers. They,,too, find business dull, 
and are refraining from buying any 
more than they need. 

There continues to be an optimistic 
trend of opinion in some quarters 
that as soon as production ceases by 
the end of November, that stocks will 
steadily decrease. Dealers, both in New 
York and the South, are aware of a 
generally brighter feeling since for- 
eign demand has renewed buyng ac- 
tivities. Some declare that this ex- 
port demand has been taken care of 
temporarily, but others state that this 
demand is only starting. 

Dealers say that the market is actu- 

ally in a strong position statistically 
speaking, for stocks are not high and 
manufacturing ceases in about six 
weeks. They are looking for a let-up 
in the depression that characterizes 
their business about that time, or 
shortly after. Both leading Southern 
markets wired a dull and featureless 
week, Light sales were reported at 
Savannah, while there were none in 
Jacksonville. No change in the quota- 
tions for rosin oils, rosin pitch, pine 
and tar oils has occurred from last re- 
ports. 
_ Although indications point to still 
lower levels in the near future, the re- 
covery will be rapid and trading will 
assume a better aspect. 


TURPENTINE 


Further weakness exhibited in the 
market for turpentine caused a drop 
of 16 cents in the price since last re- 
ports. Present quotations stand at 
$112. This drop in quotations is due 
to the fact that British demand which 
was responsible for the better tone of 
the market, recently, has fallen off 
i volume. In some quarters the opin- 
ion is that English buyers have filled 
their present requirements, and will 
Withdraw from the market for some 
time. Other factors think that the Eu- 
ropean demand is just starting and that 
the volume will be at first small and 
itregular, but increasingly better with- 
in the near future.

ROSINS 

Demand for rosins on the local mar- 
ket has shown no improvement, and 
dullness still characterizes the situa- 
tion. Prices have exhibited a drop of 
10 cents on the New York market, and 
quotations now stand at $12.75 for all 
grades of large Florida rosins. 

There continues to be very little sell- 
ing activity on the Southern markets 
at this time, but there is a generally 
optimistic view taken of the situation. 
It is believed that a period of activity 
will follow in rosins, when the market 
has touched bottom and is again on the 
rebound. Many traders fail to under- 
stand the American characteristic to 
refrain from buying on a declining 
market. They cannot understand why 
the present attractive values in both 
turpentine and rosin should be neglect- 
ed by buyers. 

Demand from the manufaeturers of 
soap and other large routine users has 
also fallen off, in anticipation of still 
lowered prices. Stocks in the hands of 


these consumers are known to be small, 
however, and it seems to be only a 
question of time before they again 


enter the market, at least for immediate 
needs. Although considerable amounts 
of rosins were laid in, these have 
rapidly dwindled owing to the large 
volume of consumption. 

English buyers are continuing to 
watch the market but are not placing 
orders at this time. Stocks at Jack- 
sonville have increased largely since 
last quotations, and those at Savannah 
remain about the same. Local quota-

FLAXSEED,

The price of flaxseed continues to 
decline in all the markets of the world. 


Th movement continues heavy and 


there has been twice as much come 
into sight as there had been at this 
time last year. In spite of the fact that 
the price has declined steadily since the 
new crop seed began to move, the 
farmers have not as vet made a con- 
certed effort to hold back their seed, 
and more than half of the crop has 
already come upon the market, which 
has been in very poor shape to receive 
it The Gd mand for oil is not active 
enough to cause the crushers to show 
any interest in the seed market, and 
many of them still have stocks of 
Argentine seed on hand. There were 
no exports from Buenos Aires to this 
country this week, and the movement 
is about over for the season. The new 
crop sed will soon begin to reach the 
Buenos Aires market, however, and 
that market is ‘showing weakness in 
anticipation of a heavy early movement 
as reports from the Argentine crop are 
good. The fact that the government 
crop estimate this month was 1,000,000 
bushels under the estimate of a month 
azo did not add any strength to the 
market, The condition is such that 
prices can not be influenced by figures. 
The actual supplies in the warehouses 
are what counts, and they, are large 
enough to be very burdensome. 

There is some indication that from 
this time on receipts will be much 
lighter than they have been up to this 
t me. In some markets the movement 
this week was lighter than that of last 
week, and it is natural that the crest 
of the movement should have been 
passed by this time. There is much 
talk of the market being due for a 
rally, and under ordinary conditions a 
rally would be due after such a de- 
cline as has been seen, even if it was 
only in the nature of a market fluctua- 
tion. However, there will have to be 
a real demand before the market can 
show any strength as there is no possi- 
bility of there being speculative buying 
of a nature to start an advance. The 
fact that there has been but little spec- 
ulation in the market for some time is 
one of the reasons why it has not de- 
veloped any rallying power. 

Crushers can not be expected to do 
much buying until there is a_ better 
demand for oil. They know that there 
is no possibility of any shortage of 
seed this season, and are therefore not 
troubled about their future require- 
ments. While crushers are not giving 
the seed market any active support they 
would probably not be displeased if 
the price of seed should advance 
enough to stiffen the oil market. 


MINNEAPOLIS 


MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 10. 1920 


Although there was ready absorption 
of the flax offerings that arrived on the 
local market there was nothing bullish 
about the news to support the futures. 
Local crushers were satisfied to pay the 
price for cash seed that prevailed com- 
pared with the futures and if the crush 
ers did not care to buy, elevator com- 
panies were ready to do so Receipts 
were smaller than during the preceding 
week and the country movement fell off 
some owing to the continued weakness of 
the market 

About the only feature concerning do- 
mestic seed was the unloading of some 
stuff held in local elevators for shippers 
in the country. This seed was stored 
here when the market was a dollar a 
bushel higher and the party ordering the 
seed to storage expected to get a dollar 
a bushel more than the price prevailing 
when the flax arrived He finally ac- 
cepted $2 per bushel less than he original 
ly expected to get More than one lot 
of stored seed was taken over by the 
crushers 

The bulk of the movement of seed comes 
from South Dakota That State continues 
to furnish the proportion of the 
receipts. Very few cars are coming from 
North Dakota or Montana Shippers in 
Montana report farmers holding back 
their grain for better Whether 
they can continue to do so or not will be 
decided by the attitude of the banks car 
rying farm paper As a rule the banks 
ire reluctant to force liquidation. as it 
means loss to the farmer and to them

selves If they force the seed out it 
means only partial payment on the ac 
count, with®n unsecured balance to carry 


in some instances. >y allowing the 
farmer to hold, there may be a chance 
to come out even At any rate. there is 
no general disposition to force liquida 


tion and it likely that considerable of 
the Montana crop will be carried along 
in hopes of disposing of the supply on a 
higher market 

Shippers in Minnesota and South Da- 
kota seem to have different views and 
they are taking their losses on flax The 
seed cost more to produce than the farm- 
ers can get for it at present, but a great 
many of them are selling out regardless 
The movement to the local market has 
been even or better as compared with 
last year's figures 

Regarding the crop in Minnesota the 
office of the Minnesota Agricultural sta- 
tistician says that the past season was 
very favorable for the growth and ma- 
turity of flax. Very little of the crop 
was damaged by frost and only small 
damage was done by weather and insect 
pests. The yields ran very even through- 
out the State, the average being esti- 
mated at 9.5 bushels per acre. or a total

It is the domestic situation rather than 
the foreign that seems to keep the market 
on the down trend. There is very little 
oil being sold and the quantity of domes. 
tic seed coming to market or already jp 
local and Duluth elevators is plentify 
to take care of the situation Western 
crushers have about all of the seed they 
require for some time and Eastern mills 
are able to get Argentine supplies readily 
at comparatively cheap prices, so the out, 
let for domestic appears limited. There 
has been no local buying of Argentine 
seed recently. 

There has been some buying of seed by 
interior crushers lately, but the demand 
from them does not broaden out. Thege 
erushers are taking supplies steadily in 
limited volume. 

The big decline in domestic prices 
served to put our markets out of line 
with Canadian seed and nothing has de. 
veloped in the way of trade between the 
two countries. Under present conditions 
there is no need of Canadian seed for 
local crushers and until the oil trade 
picks up or the elevator stocks are worn 
down considerably there is apt to be little 
attention given the possibility of getting 
Canadian seed. It is reported here that 
some lower grade Canadian seed came 
down by boat to Duluth for mixing pur 
poses. 

Trade in futures locally has been good. 
much better than expected Spreading 
between the December and May accounts 
for part of the business but numerous 
hedges have been coming here from coun- 
try shippers. The volume is larger here 
than at Duluth. 

Reports on country elevator stocks of 
seed indicate But a small supply left on 
hand and smaller receipts are expected 
soon, as the farmers are not. selling 
much, Owing to the outturn in Minne. 
sota and South Dakota, the trade is more 
willing to believe the government esti- 
mate of the total crop was about right 
Too much dependence was placed on the 
North Dakota and Montana crop and the 
acreage in Minnesota and South Dakota 
was overlooked 

Reports received here from Argentina 
indicate a very favorable progression of 
the crop of that country and none of the 
traders have bullish ideas of the market 
Still lower prices are expected to show 
on the blackboard unless some accident 
happens to the Southern grower.

A continuance of the lull in buying 
in vegetable, animal and fish oils was 
seen during the period that elapsed. 
Sales of the last few days have been 
small and of restricted nature. There 
continues to be a determined effort to 
withstand the onslaught of buyers’ 
bearish views, and the range between 
prompt and future linseed oil was 


maintained at the level of the preced- 
ing period. Business is far below nor- 
mal for tue paint and other drying oil 
trade is not active, and this despite 
the admission among those in a posi- 
tion to know that stocks are not nearly 
as large as they should be in consum- 
ers’ hands. 

Cottonseed oil was quiet and crude 
declined further in the latter part of 
the week; the weak tone of lard and 
other fats was reflected to this edible 
oil, which just now.is finding small ex- 
port outlet. European sources were be- 
lieved to be well supplied with stocks 
of oil, and the further decline in ex- 
change precluded purchases by foreign 
buyers. The Northern European coun- 
tries have been more liberal in extend- 
ing credits to some buyers abroad, and 
that, too, has resulted in a diversion of 
trade tending toward marketers in this 
country, and European firms got that 
business. 

Chinawood oil led the other vegetable 
Oils in the declines and was quoted as 
low as 14%c. per pound in barrels at 
New York. More interest was seen in 
spots than futures, for despite the con- 
ditions of exchange, which made pur- 
chases by Americans attractive, there 
was no demand to back it up. Conse- 
quently there was no‘interest in get- 
ting offers from primary markets. 


Coconut, soya and palm oils were 
unimproved in values, but the better 
interest in rough fats in out of town 


centres of trade created a better feel- 
ing. It would not be surprising to see 
greater interest in the next few days; 
but whether that will affect quotations 
remains to be seen. 

Animal tallow was dull, and the 
grease market presented a like condi- 
tion. On the other hand, soapers were 
reported showing some interest, and 
that was regarded hopeful by ob- 
servers. Lard finished the week steady 
here, and futures were irregular. No- 
vember was well held and shorts were 
squeezed. 

Fish and animal oils were dull. Cod 
and menhaden oils were in weak con- 
dition. Stocks of domestic cod oil are 
light in supply, and Newfoundland 
stocks have led the way in weakening 
Menhaden crude oil is held in fairly

A year ago saw prices on tanked oil 
ranging from $1.12 to $1.20 per gallon 
here London reports under recent 
dates showed a similar condition as 
reflected here, and with offerings of 
Japan stocks. Small inquiry and weak 
tone prevailed there 

HERRING OLL.—The herring oil 
market rested quiet, quotations on the 
limited stocks available eliciting small 
inquiry. Oriental No. 3 oil in sellers’ 
tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific coast, was quoted 
at 45c. per pound. 

MENHADEN OIL.—The menhaden 
market's status has continued to be a 
weak one, and buyers and sellers are 
far apart Recent advices were that 
stocks on the seaboard here were mod- 
erate, and there has been small con- 
sumption since then. Interests that 
unloaded when prices were higher are 
not interested much in conditions, but 
those who have oil to sell must con- 
form to the change if they wish to 
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make deals today. Chesapeake fish- 
ing is slowly drawing to a close, and 
factories there have been in operation 
without interruption. Places operating 
on Long Island and in the South are 
not doing so yet. Menhaden have been 
searce in Long Island and New Jersey 
waters. Refined stocks are not moving 
out to any extent, but plants are ac- 
tive compared with crude workers. A 
revival of good business in refined 
would find stock in fair supply. Blown 
oil is in poor demand, and but few 
houses are offering it. There is small 
inclination to push it; in fact, some 
buyers have not been heard from for 


months. Light pressed and the 
bleached oils were quoted during the 
week as follows:—Dark pressed, 70c.; 


light pressed, 80c.; yellow bleached, 
83c.; white bleached, 86c.; brown, 82% 
@90c. The pressed and bleached are 
quoted for spot in barrels at New 
York, or for prompt shipment. 

SALMON OIL.—The tone in Oriental 
oils has been quiet, and while levels 
were held by sellers, there was smal 
interest. In the present mayket there 
would be nothing transpiring even at 
a lower price. No. 3 oil in sellers’ 
tanks, f. 0. b. Pacific coast, was quoted 
at 60c. per gallon. 

SARDINE OIL.—Quotations were 
maintained by holders in a market that 
showed little activity. No. 3 oil in 
sellers’ tanks was quoted at 50c. per 
gallon, f. o. b. Pacific coast. 

SPERM OIL.—Stocks are moving to 
a slotv routine demand, the market rul- 
ing steady. txport business has been 
quiet Domestic demand is mainly 
waiting for larger interest by buyers 
who have lately bought only for im- 
mediate requirements. Thirty-eight- 
degree cold test bleached oil was 
quoted at $1.90 per gallon; bleached 
45-degree, $1.85; natural 38-degree, 
$1.87; natural 45-degree, $1.82. These 
are for prompt shipments. Oil in sell- 
ers’ tanks, f. o. b. Pacific coast, was 
quoted at 85c., prompt or future, No. 
1 grade involved. Sperm oil in Lon- 
don, according to recent advices, de- 
clined. 

WHALE OIL.—Reflecting the tone 
of fish oils in nearby and foreign mar- 
kets, there has been weakness in crude 
whale oils here; buyers and sellers far 
apart. No. 1 oil in sellers’ tanks, f. o. 
b. Pacific coast, was quoted at 48%e. 
per gallon; No. 2, 45ec. and No. 3, 45c. 
Natural winter oil was quoted at $1.05 
per gallon in New York; yellow 
bleached, $1.10; extra, $1.12.

Corn Oil Production Was 111,000,- 


000 Pounds in 1918, Reports 
Seivers 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10, 1920. 


Production of corn oil in 1918 amounted 
to 111,000,000 pounds, of which approxi- 
mately 76,000,000 pounds was refined for 
edible purposes, according to a _ profes- 
sional paper on the production and utiliza- 
tion_of corn oil in the United States, by 
A. F. Seivers, of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry, U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
The report contains 24 pages of text, il- 
lustrations and tables describing the 
origin of the industry, methods of de- 
germinating corn, expelling the oil from 
the germs, handling and disposing of the 
oil and cake, and the buying and ship- 
ping of the germs. The economics of 
corn oil production are also discussed and 
comparisons are given on the production 
costs and methods of different plants. 
The effect of the color and condition of 
the corn on the yield and character of 
the oil is also taken up; and the various 
uses for the product as edible oil, soap 
manufacture and technical purposes.

Crude drugs displayed the more es- 
tablished and sounder position noted 
recently and the loss for the week fell 
jst short of one point in the index 
‘aculation. The net decline for the 
week was .9 points. 

From the above summary it may be 
clear that the net decline in the drug 
market for the week past reached 16 
points in the Reporter's Index num- 
hers Which are displayed at the be- 
ginning of each market calculated. 
Among the fine chemicals, the leading 
developments in the week came in 
citric acid, citrate group, glycerine, 
iodines, iodine resublimed, iodoform, 
menthol, quinine, Rochelle salts, sed- 
litz mixture and tartar emetic. 
Others of minor importance were re- 
ported and are mentioned in the mar- 
ket reports. So far as could be as- 
certained, the undertone of the market 
has been considerably weakened by 
competition of the most active variety. 
Price shading has been generally re- 
ported in all directions, but what with 
second hands meeting and bettering 
many of the prices named and makers

inclined to shade rather than lose 
business to competitors, the market 
could hardly be sustained. It was a 


striking week, but one of sound re- 
ductions which can do nothing but 
bring out eventually a healthier condi- 
tion of affairs. 

A similar situation obtained in the 
essential oi] group. There has been 
little demand for some time past. This 
has in its self proven to be an in- 
fluence toward production of lower 
prices. To complicate the situation, 
the primary market for many of the 
stable oils have weakened sharply dur- 
ing the past week and forced holders 
of stocks on spot to meet the competi- 
tion which buyers find active in the 
market for gocds to import. The clos- 
ing in this group was low in tone and 
without much feature interest beyond 
the lowered schedules in effect.

SAVORY.—Declined fractionally un- 
der competition to the closing basis 
of 17% @l18e. per pound. Pressure to 
sell was reported rather pronounced 
late in the week. 

STRAMONIUM. — Sellers in many 
instances look for a recovery in ac- 
tivity in this material, with some rise 
in price predicted to come in conse- 
quence thereof. At the moment, de- 
mand is limited to actual requirements 
and the close of the market was steady 
but quiet at 30@35c. per pound, ac- 
cording to seller and quantity. 


Roots 


ALETRIS.—Firm at 95c.@$1_ per 
pound, according to seller and quantity. 
While demand has not pressed strongly 
on the spot during the period, enough 
business resulted to establish a steady 
and firm basis for the material. There 
remained still some question as to 
primary market offerings which some 
predicted likely to prove larger than 
others expect. 

BLOOD.—According to a report re- 
ceived from a primary market factor, 
diggers have neglected this root during 
the past collection scason owing to the 
unattractive prices paid by collectors 
and dealers. During 1919, diggers re- 
ceived from 60c. to 70c. per pound for 
offerings and at present the price is so 
low that little has been delivered at 
collection centers. However, under 
those high prices paid diggers, a large 
stock resulted which has had to be car- 
ried over. Result:—that the market at 
present stands at 25c. per pound and 
primary market sellers are inclined to 
entertain counter bids for replacement 
stocks. 

COLOMBO.—While there have been 
no open arrivals of further supplies of 
this material during the past month, 
the market nevertheless closed weaker 
and lower this week. The last quoted 
price was 8@9c. per pound as to quan- 
tity of whole root. Lack of demand 
is prominent at the moment. 

ECHINACEA.—Firm on the spot and 
supplies down to very small proportions 
according to most of the spot trade. 
Were demand swift and strong, the 
price would surely soar, in the opinion 
of competent sellers. At the moment, 
a firm position rules at 70@75c. per 
pound. 

GOLDEN SEAL.—Reports from the 
primary market indicate a small crop 
of wild golden seal during the past 
summer, while the cultivated variety 
was also curtailed. One primary mar- 
ket factor states that growers in many 
instances did not gather their crops at 
all this season. Further, blight reduced 
the crop in some sections. There is 
practically no demand at the moment. 
The few American consumers are re- 
ported not to have bought at all thus 
far and as for export business at this 
time, it is nil. Small holders are there- 
fore reported anxious to sell, but large 
dealers are sitting tight and awaiting 
the demand felt sure to come. At the 
close of the market, the spot price was 
$5.85 per pound. Up to %6 per pound 
is being asked.

Such reports exhibit every 
thing but the fact that production has 
been curtailed, owing to the poor con- 
sumption in this country at this time.

Use has been decreased through 
availability of substitutes, Japan has 
reduced production, according to fac- 
tors here, and hopes to revive the ma 
terial by so doing. As a matter of fact, 
it is generally believed here that cam- 
phor today is fairly legitimate in value 
in the primary market. Nevertheless, 
if that be true, it may be said that con- 
sumers here show little interest at 
present, and so far as can be learned, 
are less inclined than ever to change 
their present policy. The spot price of 
duty-paid material is $1.15 per pound.

portance occ ured, and the quietness 
prevalent for so long was unbroken. 
The market tor caustic soda has 
slumped again after an early display 
of strength, ind at the end of the week 
could have been had at close to $4 
per cwt. There is no demand for this 
product, and the recent activity in other 


soda lines has also flit kered out. 
Price reductions during the week 
have not been marked, as far as quo- 


tations were concerned. The general 
tone was weak, but actual price de- 
clines are not specifically to be noted. 
Aside from the notable weakness of 
soda products, other materials seemed 
to be about steady, although in second 
hands prices were undergoing sharp 
concessions. Producers and first hands 
do not feel disposed to make any al- 
terations in a downward direction in 
their price schedules. It is in the re- 
sale market that the bargains are 
found. But this fact has unsettled the 
tone of the market generally, and all 
items in the chemical list are reflecting 
toa more or less degree. 

The principal feature in the way of 
demand has been barium chloride, 
which is moving with comparative ac- 
tivity. There is a steady inquiry for 
this, and prices are well maintained 
under the demand. But dealers state 
that there is nothing doing at all, as 
compared with the usual turnover at 
the time of the year. It is around this 
time that there is usually the most 
active demand. A month hence, a quiet, 
easy market would be in order, but it 
is claimed that is too early altogether 
for any holiday slackness to be evident. 
The fact remains that this is the dull- 
est period so far this year. Despite 
the dullness and general indifference in 
the market, however, it is thought to 
be a phase that will not continue much 
longer. Prices, which have been slip- 
ping for long, have about reached the 
lowest points that they can touch, costs 
of production, etc., considered. In some 
instances the cost will be higher next 
year than at the present time. Buyers 
cannot expect that prices will be much 
lower; the evidence at the present is 
rather toward a rebound. 

Of course, there are a number of 

dealers, who have too great supplies of 
materials on their hands- for their 
peace of mind; banks, also, are in some 
cases refusing to extend credit, and the 
necessity for ready cash is urging them 
to sell at reduced figures. This sort 
of selling has an unsettling effect on 
the market, but the price levels it cre- 
ules can only be false ones and not 
tenable in most of the instances, as 
production costs, shipping, and other 
factors are higher. 
_In acids there has been little doing. 
Glacial acetic is available at very low 
figures. The market is altogether too 
heavily stocked. About the only busi- 
e developing is between second 
hands, who are doing some business 
°n spot, taking advantage of what 
bargains are offered. Manufacturers 
of acetic have reduced their prices 
all around and are now offering at 
lower prices.

AQUA AMMONIA.—Despite the fact 
that holdings of aqua ammonia are 
not very heavy, the market does not 
maintain a firm tone and is rather 
weak. Prices have not been quotably 
altered, but the undertone is not one 
of firmness. Buying has been light, 
indeed, and there is little of interest 
in this market. The 26 degrees is of- 
fered at 9c. per pound in drums, but 
there have been few inquiries. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—There is nothing 
new in this section of the market. 
There is only a very moderate demand 
and business at the present time re- 
flects the prevailing dullness. Plenty 
of imported goods is to be had on spot, 
but has not attracted any attention, 
although offered at attractive figures. 
Gray sal ammoniac is available at 10 
@lilic. per pound, with the lump grade 
quoted at 2le. per pound. 

ANTIMONY.—This market is quiet 
and easy. Some small shipments have 
been noted, arriving during the past 
week, but imports are very light ow- 
ing to the fact that consumptive de- 
mand has declined so sharply. Prices 
are easy at the recent reduction and 
are quoted at 9c per pound for the 
needle powdered and 9%c. per pound 
for the oxide. The oxide has been in 
very little demand, and the sulphur- 
ets are also quiet. The red sulphuret 
is quoted at 22c. per pound and the 
crimson at 45c. per pound. 

ARSENIC.—A very large sale of ar- 
senic was put through last week at 
18c. per pound. The quantity of goods 
that changed hands on this transaction 
amounted to a number of tons. Aside 
from this, there has been nothing of 
interest happened during the period. 
On a whole the market is dull. Prices 
are holding around former levels of 
12@15c. per pound for the white and 
14@16c. per pound for the red. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Is offered 
freely at $5.50 per ecwt. for domestic 
goods. The market is swamped with 
imported material, which has been of- 
fered as low as $4.75 per cwt., it was 
reported. There is, however, appa- 
rently little demand even at this fig- 
ure for the imported goods, and many 
consumers are willing to pay a pre- 
mium in order to secure domestic 
goods, claiming that it is more reliable 
and of better grade. There is a little 
moving from time to time, but as com- 
pared with former years the move- 
ment at the present, when demand 
should be most active, is very slow. 

BARIUM PRODUCTS.—tThere is a 
good demand for barium chloride, and 
the leading dealers in the material re- 
port that they are filling quite a num- 
ber of orders regularly. Prices are 
quoted at $100 per ton for the white 
erystals, with the off color grade 
around $90@100 per ton. This is one 
of the most actively requisitioned 
items of the chemical list, and prices 
are holding firm around the above 
levels. The barium binoxide is offered 
at 18c. per pound. There has been 
some inquiry for it, but so far little 
in the way of actual business is noted. 

BRIMSTONE.—Is unchanged at $20 
per ton. There has been nothing doing 
in it for some time, and the market 
is dull. Some routine consumptive 
orders have been filled, but these have 
been for small quantities only. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Is easy at former 
quotations of $7.25 per ewt. to $7.75 
per ewt. There is a moderate amount 
of business passing, and some fair in- 
quiries have been noted, but as a whole 
the market is uninterestingly quiet. 
The usual amount of contract with- 
drawals has been going on steadily. 
Foreign shipments have been offered 
on spot at lower figures than the 
above, and this has had an effect of 
easing the situation as regards prices. 
Holders of the imported goods have 
found it exceedingly difficult to get 
buyers for their goods, as there is 
so little being taken from the general 
market. 

CADMIUM SULPHIDE.—Is in lit- 
tle demand at the moment. Consumers 
are taking small quantities from time 
to time to fill their immediate require- 
ments, but the aggregate of business

It was 
reported as offered at -10c. per pound 
by some second hands, but the average 
level continues to be around lle. per 
pound. Manufacturers reduced their 
prices all around last week, and they 
are quoting the glacial on a basis of 
$15 per ewt. There has been some 
business by second hands on spot, but 
aside from this, nothing of imporiance 
has occurred. The new price basis put 
out by the manufacturers is as ioi- 
lows:—28 per cent. in barrels, $3.50 per 
ewt.; 30 per cent in barrels, $5.70 per 
cwt.; 60 per cent pure, $9.75 per cwt.;

MURIATIC.—There is plenty of mu- 
riatic on spot. Offerings have been 
made freely during the past few weeks, 
and the market is easy as the result. 
While actual quotable changes in prices 
are not recorded, the feeling is weaker, 
and some shading would undoubtedly 
be done, in the face of business. How- 
ever, business is scarce, as in other 
lines, for muriatic. There has been 
seme slight trading. Prices range from 
$2 per ecwt. to $3 per cwt., according 
to the degree of the acid. 

NITRIC.—Has been offered at $6.25 
per cwt. The demand for nitric has 
been well maintained, and it is one of 
the most actively requisitioned acids 
in the entire list. There has been a 
steady inquiry and there is a moderate 
but continuous movement of supplies. 
The market is easy in the face of this 
activity. While the demand is keep- 
ing up, supplies have become very 
plentiful, and there is a good deal to 
be absorbed on spot. 

OXALIC.—Has been offered'as low 
as 25c. per pound during the past 
week, although there have been reduc- 
tions in prices, which have brought 
values quite low. A good deal of Ger- 
man goods is being offered, and as the 
demand for both the domestic and im- 
ported material is not heavy, the mar- 
ket is unable to stand the additional 
supplies. The imported oxalic was be- 
ing offered at 26c. per pound in some 
quarters, but there was mighty little 
inquiry. 

FHOSPHORIC.—The market is in 
more or less of a nominal position. 
Saie<« during the past week have been 
practically nil. The 85 per cent. acid 
is quoted at 33c. per pound and the 
50 .er cent acid 19c. per pound. 

FY ROGALLIC.—Producers are the 
only ones who are offering any of this 
material. They are doing a little busi- 
ness of a routine nature, but aside 
from this, there is nothing of im- 
portance to report in the market. 

SULPHURIC.—The market remains 
fairly steady in the hands of the pro- 
cucers who are quoting at $17 per ton 
fo, the 60-degrees in bulk. They are 
not offering the 66-degrees ‘for less 
than $22 per ton. Small quantities 
have been handled by dealers from 
time to time at concessions from 
these prices, but the volume of goods 
passing through their hands has not 
been sufficient to affect the market 
level noticeably. There is, as a matter 
of fact, little activity in any section 
of the market. 

TANNIC.—The makers have reduced 
prices further as the result of the 
deadly dullness which envelopes the 
market.

No year in the history of the Florida 
land pebble phosphate business has 
approached, by many thousands of 
tons, the shipments made during the 
first nine months of 1920. In spite of 
the fact that foreign shipments have 
fallen away below the average of other 
years, just previous to the war, this 
record has been made through the 
heavy increase of domestic production, 
which has flourished in the face of the 
high cost of labor and material. Ship- 
ments during 1919 were below the 
average because of strikes in the 
pebble mines, but figures for the first 
nine months of 1920 show an increase 
of more than 450000 tons to foreign 
ports, and over 600,000 to domestic, or 
a total increase of 1,065,239 tons over 
the 1919 period, exclusive of figures for 
September shipments through Boca 
Grande, which have not yet been com- 
pleted. Hard rock shipments show an 
increase of 120,174 tons over 1919. 
Most of the shipments were made by 
water, the figures for which show an 
increase Of 120175 tons over 1919. 
During the strike in 1919, however,

$5. Stocks have accumulated to such 
an extent during the past few weeks 
that producers in most instances have 
shown their willingness to make con- 
cessions. It is intimated that present 
quotations may be further shaded by 
a firm bid for quantity. The Western 
producers are no longer continuing 
their policy to maintain prices, as was 
the case several weeks ago, but are not 
of the opinion that lowered prices will 
act as a stimulus for increased demand. 
The Southern States, which have here- 
tofore been the largest purchasers of 
dried blood, have almost entirely with- 
drawn from the market, thus leaving 
a large part of the production to ac- 
cumulate on the hands of dealers. 
Leading producers are optimistic, how- 
ever, and state that the expected 
stabilization of the market is bound to 
occur within the near future, with 
“business as usual” as the result. 


FISH SCRAP.—A steadying of the 
market has resulted in prices being 
maintained since last reports. Demand, 
however, has shown no great improve- 
ment and a marked dullness still affects 
the market. All of the Northern pro- 
ducers are reported as having closed 
their factories for the season, and a 
number of the ldrgest Southern pro- 
ducers have planned an early closing 
also. Practically all of the lower 
Chesapeake Bay boats have been tied 
up, and reports state that the up-Bay 
boats will complete operations this 
week. Present stocks are only moder- 
ate and will shortly be used up by the 
routine demand. Quantities of foreign 
fish guano received here this week 
have fallen off in size, as compared 
to amounts noted at last reports. 
Prices for dried fish scrap, 11 and 13 
per cent. ammonia and 15 per cent. 
bone phosphate, f. 0. b. fish factory, re- 
main at $5 and 10c., while prices for 
the wet, aciduated, 6 per cent. am- 
monia and 3 per cent. phosphate acid, 
are firmly held at $4.90 and 50c. 


SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — AIl- 
though this material in double bags is 
firmly held, quotations for bulk have 
exhibited a further decline since last 
reports. Sulphate of Ammonia in 
double bags, f. a. s. New York, remains 
at $5, while ammonia sulphate in bulk, 
f. o. b. works, is now flatly quoted at 
$4 per 100 pound. Stocks have ac- 
cumulated to a rather large extent and 
dealers appear inclined towards con- 
cessions, where quantity is sought. As 
matters now stand the market is dull 
and featureless, with practically no new 
business coming in. Conditions in the 
sulphate of ammonia market are said 
to be due largely to Japanese resales, 
which occurred as a result of the finan- 
cial crash in that country. Not only 
thousands of tons of ammonia sul- 
phate were thrown on the market ab- 
solutely regardless of price, but other 
materials, such as chemicals, oils, seeds 
and fabrics, were also dumped at any 
price that could be gotten. While this 
liquidation, especially in the line of fer- 
tilizer materials, was not quite so ex- 
tensive as that taking place in other 
lines, it was sufficient to preclude the 
possibility of any large quantity left 
for resale by the Japanese holders. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market 
remains steady in the instance of ni- 
trate of soda, despite the fact that large 
amounts have recently been thrown on 
the market for resale by those who 
had expected the normal demand from 
their usual customers, but found most 
buyers withdrawn from the market 
temporarily. Holders of nitrate are not 
pressing their product on the market 
at the present, despite the fact that 
stocks are known to be exceptionally 
heavy. It is intimated, however, that 
there is a possibility of prices being 
shaded still further downwards on a 
firm bid. Nitrate of soda shipments 
from Chile this year already exceed 
2,000,000 tons, and some factors expect 
a 3,000,000-ton trade. The different 
companies concerned estimate that 
they could get 4,000,000 tons shipped 
if demand and vessels were both ob- 
tainable. Spot prices remain firm at 
$2.90@3 per 100 pounds, while futures 
are unchanged at $3@3.40. 


PHOSPHATES 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—While New 
York deliveries remain firm at former 
levels, there has been a slight drop in 
the price of acid phosphate, f. o. b. 
Southern ports. Prices for spring and 
1921 deliveries, however, are quite 
steady. Demand has shown no real im- 
provementt, and the market is, at pres- 
ent, dull and featureless, with only the 
routine trade in evidence. Even the 
routine trade is mostly for small quant- 
ity to fill immediate needs. The South- 
ern farmer, who was formerly a very 
heavy user of this material, has prac- 
tically withdrawn from the market, and 
the Eastern buyer is fairly well 
stocked up for the present.

Spanish Thistles Sent Here as Saffron, 


Report Government Officials 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 12, 1920. 


One of the most ingenious dyestuffs 
frauds that has come to the attention of 
officials was discovered recently by chem- 
ists of the Agricultural Department, when 
a Spanish product shipped to this country 
as saffron was put to test and as a con- 
sequence refused entry The following 
statement has been issued by the depart- 
ment on the subject :— 

Saffron, which is used as a dyestuff and also 
as a medicine and as a spice, represents the 
dried stigma of crocus As it is necessary to 
pick the flowers over carefully by hand, the 
product is very costly, retailing in this coun- 
try for about $15 a pound 

A consignment billed as saffron was held 
at Savannah on suspicion as to its genuine- 
A sample was sent to the department 
for examination. Analysts found that the 
manufacturers had taken the flowers of a 
common plant similar to the Scotch thistle, 
colored them with two dyes, red and yellow. 
weighted hem with saltpeter, borax and 
glycerin, flavored them, evidently with saffron 
oil, and finally crinkled them to resemble the 
dried crocus stigmas.

More Complete Limestone Analyses 


. ‘ 
are Necessary, Says Geological 
Survey 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9, 1920. 
Discussing the war uses of limestone, 
the Geological Survey says that “some of 
the cyanamid plants to be established by 
the Federal Government were located 
first and the relation of location to cer- 
tain important raw materials was con- 
sidered afterwards. The limestone re- 
quired for one of these plants amounted 
to 500 tons a day of stone containing 97 
per cent. of calcium carbonate within 
easy transportation distance. The neces- 
sary deposits were found—and incident- 
ally a suspicion was confirmed that many 
published analyses were not representa- 
tive.” It is understood that this refers 

especially to the Mussel Shoals plant. 


Other calls for limestone of pure qual- 
ity for use in making optical glass and 
the increasing use of limestone in the 
chemical industry has convinced govern- 
ment experts that more complete analyses 
than have ordinarily been made are 
necessary.

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Nov. 12, 1920. 

The Thatcher Process Co. will soon 
start making chemicals at its Tracy 
street plant. Anthraquinone, a coal tar 
derivative, and the basis of alizirin dyes, 
will be the principal article manufactured. 
The company will occupy a brick build- 
ing with 20,000 square feet of floor space 
and has raw material on hand sufficient 
for three months’ operations at the rate 
of 1.000 pounds of finished products a 
day.

Some holders manifest a keen 
desire to get rid of their holdings, and

HEMATINE.—The market is well 
stocked, but very dull at the moment. 
There has been no demand for this ex- 
tract for some time and little has been 
done in the way of diminishing stocks. 
Prices are quoted at widely divergent 
levels, according to dealers. Some are 
asking as high as 33c. per pound for 
the crystals, while others are asking

Holders of stocks, 
while stating that there is a little 
being taken from time to time by dif- 
ferent consumers, do not report any 
very active buying. Aside from the 
filling of routine requirements there 
has been no business of consequence 
during the past week. The market is 
sluggish. Prices are quoted at former 
levels and range as follows:—Bengal,

LARCH.—The market is dull and 
no demand has been noted recent- 
ly.

The market is too 
inactive and the demand is so light 
and uncertain that dealers feel it 
would be very unwise to risk bringing 
in any quantity. As a matter of fact, 
there are plentiful supplies on hand 
waiting to be taken up, but no one 
manifests any desire to do so Prices 
range from $45 per ton for the Haitian 
wood. The extract is not any more in 
demand than the logs, apparently, 
the market is reported exceedingly 
dull. It is quoted at the recent reduc- 
tion in prices as follows:—Solid, 19c 
per pound upwards, according to seller;

MADDER.—The market presents no 
change since last report There has 
been no demand for madder, and the 
market is more or less nominal in char- 
acter. Quotations are around 30c. per 
pound for the Dutch madder, but this 
price could possibly be shaded if there 
were prospects of firm business. There 
are good supplies on spot, anu the 
market tends to easier levels under \he 
lack of demand. 

MANGROVE.—There is hardly any 
to be had locally, but this shortage has 
not had any great effect on the market. 
There is so little demand for mangrove 
that it is not affected by the shortage. 
The 55 per cent. cutch is quoted at 9c. 
per pound. 

MUSKEGON.—There is nothing new 
that happened in this market during 
the past week.

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Petroleum Institute Meeting 


There never was a time in the history of the min- 
eral oil industry of this country when it was con- 
fronted with more serious problems. They are not 
problems resultant from slack demand, but rather 
those which must be solved because of the wonderful 
expansion of the business and the increasing demands 
made upon the industry by consumers.. There are 
grave international questions awaiting settlement 
which, while directly affecting the petroleum indus- 
ty, are of first importanec to the entire country, and 
there are ‘problems of production and consumption 
which are new and which are serious. 

The interests of the industry and the interests of 
this country can best be served only by united action 
on the part of all Americans engaged in the produc- 
tion and refining of petroleum. Friction within the 
industry would not only aid the plans of foreign 
tals, but would place obstacles in the way of in- 
creasing production that would cause short supplies 
and higher prices. 

The first annual meeting of the American Petro- 
leum Institute, which is to be held at the New Wil- 
lard Hotel in Washington on November 17, 18 and 
19, has been called at a most fitting time, and this 
meeting promises to mark the beginning of a new 
ra in the oil business of this country. The program 
of the meeting makes certain that it will be educa- 
tional to both the industry and the public, for the 
important questions are to be discussed by men who 
will speak with authority. 

The meeting will bring together one of the most 
tepresentative gatherings of oil men ever convened. 
In order that the whole industry may have the benefit 
of the discussions, a general invitation has been ex- 
tended to everyone in the business. Employes as well 
a’ executives will be welcomed, as will members 
of the allied industries.

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petroleum industry alone—will be interested in what 
these two men will have to say. 

Edward L. Doheny is to speak on “‘Mexico.”” No 
American understands Mexico better than does the 
head of the Mexican Petroleum Co.—the pioneer 
among American oil men in Mexico. One of the 
gravest international questions that confronts this gov- 
ernment is its relations with Mexico, and the crux 
of the whole situation is the oil industry. It is also 
expected that there will be an address on ‘‘Interna- 
tional Aspects of the Petroleum Problem” by John 
Bassett Moore, one of the leading authorities of the 
world on international law. How the international 
petroleum problems are to be solved is something 
the nations themselves must decide, but those who 
attend the Washington meeting will at least have a 
clear understanding as to what these problems are 
and the ideas concerning them of the best posted 
men in the world. 

The question of production will be gone into most 
thoroughly. ‘“The Present’”’ will be discussed by D. 
M. Folsom, petroleum statistician, and ““The Future” 
by Thomas A. O'Donnell, president of the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute. ‘“Consumption’”’ will be dis- 
cussed by C. F. Kettering, head of the research de- 
partment of the General Motors Co., and Admiral 
W. S. Benson, chairman of the United States Ship- 
ping Board. Henry L. Doherty will talk on ‘The 
Future of the Oil Business,’ and M. L. Requa, vice- 
president of the Sinclair Consolidated Oil Corpora- 
tion, and former director of the oil division of the 
Fuel Administration, will talk on “Conservation.” 

These are only a few of the subjects té be dis- 
cussed, and, in addition to the general sessions, there 
will be group meetings at which experts in different

Rumors About the Mexican Situation 

It seems strange that State Department officials 
and prominent American oil men have found it nec- 
essaary to deny a story to the effect that American oil 
men in Mexico had decided to give up their fight 
against Article 27 of the Mexican constitution, or to 
in any way make a surrender of their rights in that 
country, in order to secure a recognition of the now 
existing Mexican government. However, there is 
perhaps no reason for being surprised by the circula- 
tion of any sort of a yarn concerning the Mexican 
situation. There is such a flock of volunteer propa- 
gandists busy in Washington and elsewhere over the 
Mexican situation that any sort of a canard may be 
started fluttering at any time. 

American oil men are not asking for anything in 
Mexico that they are not entitled to. They are ask- 
ing only for laws which will give their property some 
measure of protection and permit them to do busi- 
ness in Mexico. Incidentally, they are asking that 
the lives of Americans in Mexico be protected. They 
are asking for nothing that the State Department 
does not ask and demand. It is through the State 
Department that negotiations between this country 
and Mexico must be conducted, and the head of that 
department, in a recent interview published in the 
Reporter, made the statement :—

“T think I am warranted in saying that the 
Mexican question will soon cease to be a ques- 
tion at all, inasmuch as it is about to be an- 
swered not only as it concerns the United 
States, but the whole world as well.” 

It is to be hoped that the prediction of the Secre- 
tary will come true. It is not to be expected that 
American oil men will attempt to prevent the eventu- 
ation of whatever plans the State Department may 
have by agreeing to withdraw any demands for fair 
treatment they may have made. It must be remem- 
bered, moreover, that it is not American oil men 
alone who are interested. Other foreigners have oil 
properties in Mexico, and they are as much interested 
in the matter as are American oil men doing business 
in Mexico. The Secretary of State was quite right 
when he said that it was a matter that concerned, 
not only the United States, but the whole world. In 
an interview printed in this issue of the Reporter, 
E. L. Doheny characterizes the statements that 
American oil men would abandon their opposition to 
Article 27 of the Mexican constitution as absurd. 
Such a course, he says, would stultify the State De- 
partment. It is very probable, however, that the 
rumor starters trouble the State Department very 
little. 

There is a growing feeling in Washington that 
there will be no recognition of the Mexican govern- 
ment by this government until after the inauguration 
of General Obregon. The time which must elapse 
before that event is so short that there seems to be 
no good reason why this government should act at 
this time. There is nothing to prove that the ideas 
of the present administration are those of the Presi- 
dent-elect. Certain it is that in this country we have 
been led to believe that General Obregon has no sym- 
pathy with the methods of Carranza, and the com- 
plications which exist today in the Mexican oil situ- 
ation date back to the Carranza regime. 

There is so much discord among Mexican leaders 
and so much plotting and scheming over the Mexican 
oil situation that it is diffcult—as it has always 
been regarding Mexican affairs—to make any pre- 
dictions. It is safe to say, however, that General 
Obregon will have things in his own hands atter ne 
takes office; and what happens in the few weeks be- 
tween this date and his inauguration cannot matter 
much. If he sees fit to break away from the nar- 
rowness and egotism which marked Carranza’s re- 
gime and to make his country safe for foreigners, 
granting to Americans the same rights aliens have 
in the United States, the oil resources—and the 
other resources of his country—will be developed to 
a degree that will make his country rich. Naturally, 
Americans look to their own country to give them the 
protection to which their citizenship entitles them, 
even in Mexico; and oil men do not expect that their 
Mexican properties are going to be confiscated. The 
man of the hour in Mexico may or may not come up 
to expectations, but the Secretary of State of this 
country seems convinced that old problems are soon 
to be solved in a satisfactory manner, and this is 
certainly not the time to allow false rumors to have 
any influence on pending negotiations.

Doheny Smiles at Rumors 


Edward T¥.. Doheny, president of the Pan 
American Petroleum & ‘Transport Co., and 
head of the largest oil producing interests in 
Mexico, was seen this morning at the Hote 
Shoreham on his arrival from New York. 
His attention was called to a press report to 
the effect that the American oil men had de- 
cided that they must acquiesce in the provi- 
sions of article 27 of the Mexican constitu- 
tion, which they have for over three years 
been consistently opposing. 

Mr. Doheny smiled as he

“The article to which my attention has just 
been called, alleging that the American oil men

have now seen some reason after three years 
of consistent opposition to abandon the cause 
for which they have fought and turn over 


their properties to the Mexican Government, 
is ridiculous. It is simply another rehash of 
the many attempts which have been made to 
discredit the American pioneer companies in 
the eyes of the American public. Like all these 
preceding attempts, it is without the slightest 
foundation in fact. 

“The American cmpanies have consistently 
opposed not merely to confiseatory Carranza 
decrees, but article 27 of the Mexican constitu- 
tion itself, and are still unwavering in their 
opposition to all spoliatory invasions of their 
rights legally acquired by private transactions 








with private owners many years before the 
new constitution of 1917 took effect. 

“The oil companies have not the least idea 
of changing their attitude with regard to the 


recent Mexican constitution and decrees. That 
this attitude is correct is evidenced by many 
notes of protest of our State Department. If 


either the oil companies or the State Depart- 
ment had abandoned this attitude, the clean- 
cut position which the department has taken 
throughout the entire diplomatic correspond- 
ence would be stultified; and a new and most 
vicious principle of international law would 
have been established by recegnizing the right 
of a foreign government to arbitrarily confis- 
cate properties legally acquired by American 
citizens. The extent of the harm which such 
a precedent would work on the entire foreign 
commerce and development of the United 
States, would be incalculable.”’

May Not Recognize Huerta

It is true that Mr. Pesqueira, in his letter

za and the De La Huerta regimes in Mexico 
to the same effect. Dominent. American oil 
interests in Mexico have not been satisfied with 
such assurances, as it is recalled some of them 








were made at the ve time that Carranza was 
promulgating and seeking to enforce his con- 
fiscatory decrees; neither have they satisfied 


the State Department to date, so far as known. 
Action and other confirmatory evidence is de- 
sired to back up the assurances 

This government has not asked for complete 
abrogation of artic 27, it is said. Such a 
demand would be extraordinary in international 
relations, it is believed. It might be politically 
impossible for any sort of a government in 
Mexico to accede to such a demand, if made, 
under present circumstances But it is pointed 
out that the needs of the situation can be met 
otherwise than by abrogation of article 27 at 
this time It is suggested, for example, that 
the Mexican Supreme Court could hold the Car- 
ranza decrees unconstitutional. Those decrees 
were based on article 27 and were attacked in 
several suits instituted by American oil inter- 
ests in Mexico, which lost out in lower Mexican 
courts and appealed to the Supreme Court. It 
is reported that that tribunal may shortly de- 
cide these cases, but there was a similar report 
during the regime of Carranza, which was not 
borne out by events. 











Waiting on Mexican Court 


If the Mexican Supreme Court were to decide 
the Carranza decrees were invalid it is believed 
that there would then be established grounds 
for a claim by American oil companies with 
properties in Mexico against the Mexican Gov- 
ernment which the State Department here 
could press, upon the ground that there had 
been a substantial ‘‘denial of justice’’ to the 
American interests in Mexico. A denial of 
justice is recognized in international law as 
valid reason for one government taking up the 
cause of its nationals in a foreign land. 

The opinion has been expressed heretofore in 
well informed circles that the De La Huerta 
Government made a mistake in standing by the 
Carranza decrees. It is suggested that, having 
overthrown the Carranza Government, it might 
not have been out of order for the new revolu- 
tionary authorities to take the position that the 
decrees, being the work of a discredited govern- 
ment, should be done away with But this has 
not been done 

One step in the right direction, it is said, was 
the action of the Mexican Congress recently in

Professor J. W. Beede Tells of the New Oil Country in the Far 


North—Drilling Far From 


Lines of Communication— 


Laws Governing the Business 


AUSTIN, Texas, Nov. 8, 1920. 

Discovery of petroleum in the North- 
west Territory of Canada, about 50 miles 
north of Fort Norman, caused no sur- 
prise to Dr. J. W. Beede, professor of 
geology in the University of Texas. Dr. 
Beede has just returned from the oil 
camp, where the new well of the Imperial 
Oil Co., Ltd.. is located. He spent sev- 
eral weeks of last summer in that remote 
part of Canada in the interest of inde- 
pendent oi] operators whose names he is 
not prepared at this time to divulge. 
About the time that telegraphic informa-

tion was received by the Imperial Oil Co., 
Ltd., that the discovery well had been 
brought in with an estimated production 
of 1,000 to 1,500 barrels a day, Dr. Beede 
received private information from other 
sources to the same effect. 

The fact that this well js situated al- 
most on the Arctic Circle and is about 
2,000 miles from the nearest railroad 
point via present water routes or travel 
lends to it unusual interest and gives it 
u tinge of romance that is seldom a part 
of ordinary industrial affairs. 


Oil at 800 Feet 


‘According to information that I have re- 
ceived,”’ Dr, Beede said, ‘‘the well of the Im- 
perial Oil Co., Ltd., was 800 feet deep when 
the flow of oil was encountered. The well was 
started with a 6-inch hole, and this diameter 
was pinched in once, I understand, on the 
way down. It was drilled by a Star rig with- 
out a derrick. This drilling outfit is of the 
ame kind as ordinarily used in drilling water 
wells. I have no doubt that if a standard 
well drilling rig had been used and the diam- 
eter of the hole had been 20 inches the pro- 
duction would have been four times what was 
obtained, In other words, it would have been 
4.000 to 6,000 barrels a day. The drilling of 
the well as I witnessed it last summer was an 
easy proposition. The formation was a shale 
that was easily penetrated. I took samples of 
streaks of oil that were encountered in the 
well while I was there. One of these tested 
i) degrees gravity and the other sample, 
which I lost, would have tested, I believe, fully 
hi) degrees gravity. I am quite sure that the 


is barred from ever leasing any other land 
for oil development purposes. The individual 
lessees may transfer their holdings to a com- 
pany or syndicate or another individual at any 
time. As an encouragement for the possible 
development of the oil resources the govern- 
ment permits the oil operator to deduct from 
the annual rentals the entire cost of trans- 
porting and installing the well drilling rig and 
of drilling the well. This deduction, however, 
is restricted to rentals of land within a radius 
of three miles of the well.” 


Problems of Handling 


Dr. Beede said that while he was no authority 
on the question of the proper method of han- 
dling petroleum, it occurred to him that the 
best plan to care for the production of the 
new field which may be developed by the Im- 
perial Oil Co., Ltd., and other interests that 
have lease holdings in the Northwest Territory, 
would be to refine the product on the spot. It 
would be possible, he said, to barge the crude 
oil up the Mackenzie River to Great Slave 
Lake, a distance of about 700 miles, thence up 
the Peace or the Athabasca River. Provision, 
however, would have to be made for portaging 
the product at one or two points or to over- 
come this by building one or two locks. An- 
other feasible scheme would be to construct a 
railroad from a connection with the Canadian 
Pacific at Peace River, north to Hay River, 
about 400 miles, or to the head of the Mac- 
kenzie River, just north of Great Slave Lake. 
It would also be an easy matter to transport 
the oil down the Mackenzie River into the 
Arctic Ocean, thence around Alaska, south 
through Behring Strait and into the Pacific. 
The new well, he said, is within a stone's 
throw of the Mackenzie River. 

“It is not so remarkable that attention was 
attracted to the possibilities of oil being found 
where the well of the Imperial Oil Co., Ltd., 
is situated,’ continued Dr. Beede, ‘‘when the 
fact is taken into consideration that boats 
have been plying upon the Mackenzie River 
for the last ninety years It is a great artery 
of trade through that remote part of the 
Northwest Territory. The rocks are plainly 
shown upon the banks of the river, and these 
would naturally attract the attention of a 
geologist. There are three lines of boats which 
handle the river traffic. They are the Hudson's 
Bay Co., the Northern Trading Co. and the 
Lamson-Hubbard Co. These companies also 
own trading posts scattered along the Mac- 
kenzie, Peace and Athabasca Rivers. These 
trading posts average about 200 miles apart, 
and in the summer season, when the trappers, 
whose empty shacks may be seen along the 
river, are gathered at the different posts where 
they spend their vacation in idleness, one 
rarely sees a human being."’ 


Geological Investigations 


Referring again to the geological investiga- 
tions that have been made in that part of 
Canada, Dr. Beede said that the first research 
of the kind so far as he knew was conducted 
by an English geologist who went in there 
three or four years ago and who is now con- 
nected with the Imperial Oil Co., Ltd. Lime- 
stone, shale and sandstone of the Devonian 
age are to be seen along the Mackenzie River. 

The cost of freighting in rigs, materials and 
supplies is very heavy, the freight rate from 
the railroad point to the location of the well 
of the Imperial Oil Co., Ltd., being 9 cents a 
pound, and where the articles are large and 
hard to handle the rate is 18 cents a pound. 
according to Dr. Beede. As an illustration of 
the high transportation charges, it costs $#1 
to ship three barrels and ten cases of gasoline 
from Fort Smith to Fort Norman by river, the 
distance being about 1,000 miles. The Imperial 
Oil Co., Ltd., built its own scows and trans- 
ported its rigs and other necessary articles and 
supplies by this means on its own account. 


“That far northern part of Canada,’’ said 
Dr. Beede, ‘‘usually freezes up about October

oil which was found at 800 feet is not less 
than 37 degrees gravity.

“The Imperial Oil Co., Ltd., is the Canadian 
organization of the Standard Oil Co. Under 
the laws of Canada no company can operate 
in that country without a domestic charter. I 
do not know just how much acreage the Im- 
perial Oil Co., Ltd., has around its discovery 
well, but it is not so very large. 

“! made my visit to that far removed part 
of the Northwest territory last summer in com 
pany with fourteen other men, all of us going 
there for the purpose of leasing the oil rights 
to land, which leases we turned over to the 
syndicate that may later start development 
work thereon. Under the laws of the North- 
west Territory no one individual is permitted 
to lease more than three sections of 640 acres 
of land each. Our party of fifteen men leased, 
all told, thirty-six to thirty-nine sections, situ- 
ated within one to five miles of the new well 
of the Imperial Oil Co., Ltd. All of this land 
is in the valley of the Mackenzie River, which 
has an average width of about thirty miles. 
How much of it is underlaid with oil, of 
course, is not known at this time. The law 
provides that 50 cents an acre shall be paid 
to the government and $5 filing fee when the 
land is leased, and that $1 an acre a year 
hall be paid thereafter If this payment of 
$l an acre is not made promptly the lessee

1, and from then until some time in May no 
drilling can be done How deep the earth is 
frozen I do not know, but it never thaws be- 
low a depth of 18 inches from the surface. 
So the drilling is done part of the way at least 
through frozen ground The summers are de- 
lightful. I saw potatoes growing at the oil 
camp, and at Fort Simpson, about 400 miles 
below Fort Norman, there was to be seen a 
fine patch of wheat headed out. This wheat 
was sowed June 1 and reaped the last week in 
August The region between Edmonton and 
Great Slave Lake is splendidly adapted to 
agricultural development, and the building of 
a railroad through that scope of territory would 
bring this about.’’ 

Dr. Beede pointed out in a striking way the 
importance and value that might come to the 
trading companies and others by the building 
of a telegraph line to connect the different 
trading posts with the outside world. He said 
that the nearest telegraph office to the scene 
of oil operations below Fort Norman is on the 
railroad 2,000 miles away. As a result ef this 
lack of quick communication hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars were lost last season by fur 
buyers. They had no knowledge of the big 
slump in the price of furs in the markets and 
paid enormous prices to the trappers for their 
catches. These prices, when communication 
was opened with the outside world, were found 
to be about SO per cent. more than the market 
prices Had a telegraph line been in operation

High Cost of Living 


“The cost of living in the Far North is very 
high,’’ asserted Dr. Beede. ‘‘At Fort Good Hope 
no coin or currency of less value than a dollar 
is in circulation. Nothing is sold for less than 
that sum. At Fort Norman no change is made 
for less than fifty cents. Only canned goods 
are to be had, with the exception of occasional 
wild game and fish. If there are plenty of fish 
in the Mackenzie River they were not biting 
while I was there. I saw a few moose and 
bears and we varied our canned goods menu 
occasionally with the meats of wild game."’ 

On their ingoing trip Dr. Beede and the 
other members of the party went by way of 
the Peace River to Great Slave Lake, thence 
down the Mackenzie River. They left the 
railroad at the Peace River crossing on June 4 
and reached the oil camp of the Imperial Oil 
Co., Ltd., on July 6. They were delayed four 
days by ice in the Great Slave Lake. On the 
return trip Dr. Beede reached Edmonton in 
twenty-four days, arriving there on September 
28 via the Mackenzie and Athabasca Rivers. 
While in the Far North he went down the 
Mackenzie River to Fort Good Hope, which is 
almost immediately on the Arctic circle. 
Speaking of the Mackenzie River, Dr. Beede 
said:— 

“The fact is probably not generally known 
that the Mackenzie River is the eighth largest 
stream in the world. It has an average width 
of a mile and a half and carries a vast volume 
of water. Except at a few points the scenery 
along the river is not exceptional. At Ram- 
part, near Fort Good Hope, the river, narrows 
to about 500 yards and runs through a canyon 
which is probably a mile long. This river, to- 
gether with the Peace and Athabasca, are the 
means by which the fur and other traffic of 
that vast region is carried out. All of this 
freight is delivered to the railroad at Edmon- 
ton,’’ 

In conclusion Dr, Beede expressed the belief 
that the discovery of oil near the Arctic circle 
would cause a big rush of prospectors to that 
region when routes of travel are opened again 
next year. He said that five men remained at 
the camp of the Imperial Oil Co., Ltd., last 
winter, and that when he left it was the in- 
tention of three men to remain there during 
the present winter. These men were A. P. 
Patrick, chief driller; the assistant driller and 
the blacksmith. They will be housed up for 
several months and will probably see few 
human beings during the long winter. 

Referring to the well which the Imperial Oil 
Co., Ltd., is drilling at Windy Point on Great 
Slave Lake, 700 miles south of its Arctic circle 
well, Dr. Beede said that there were oil seeps 
at Windy Point, and that this was perhaps 
regarded as an indication ‘that oil existed there 
in paying quantities. He had nothing to say 
as to what he thought of the possibility of oil 
being found there. 


LEASES OIL LAND 


Four Companies in Spokane Acquire 


10,000 Acres Near Loon Lake 
SPOKANE, Nov. 5, 1920. 

According to A. M. Cole, vice-president 
of the Spokane Wild Rose Oil & Gas Co., 
leases and options on 10,000 acres of land 
on Wild Rose prairie near here have been 
acquired by four companies and several 
individuals, all working on the belief that 
the land is underlaid by oil strata. How- 
ever, he says that the zone of promise is 
not confined to this one section. 

“The lead lies between Loon Lake and 
Tyler and Waverly, and forks at a point 
northeast of Deer Park, one fork lying 
along a line on which are Clayton, Fort 
Wright and Tyler, and the other on a 
line on which are Chattaroy, Colbert, 
Hillyard and Waverly, the line passing 
south at a point near the Armour packing 
plant in East Spokane,” he states. The 
basin is a quarter of a mile to four and 
a half miles in width.” 

The companies holding leases in this 
territory are the Clayton Oil Co., with 
2,000 acres between Wild. Rose and Loon 
Lake; D. J. Bissell, with 1,000 acres on 
Wild Rose; the Home Oil Co., with con- 





siderable acreage between Five Mile 
Prairie, and the Wild Rose Co., with 
5.000 acres. A well was driven to a 
depth of 1,550 feet at Waverly fifteen 


years ago, but the hole was “‘lost” before 
drilling had been completed. 





Carmoken Oil Co. Strikes Big Gas 
Well in Neosho County, Kansas 


WICHITA, Kan., Nov. 7, 1920. 

Carmoken Oil Co., on the Clause No. 4, 
in the northwest quarter of 18-27-20, Neo- 
sho county, is reported to have drilled 
into the sand and have a 1,000,000-foot 
gasser. That a big gas pool has been 
opened up three miles northwest of the 
Covert field is now the general opinion 
of scouts and operators familiar with the 
district. The latest discovery is the Argus 
Oil Co.’s well on the Remple, in the 
northeast of the southwest of 6-21-4, 
which was drilled in Friday and is esti- 
mated good for 8,000,000 cubic feet of 
gas daily. The new well is in the ad- 
joining section to the Koslinski, and got 
the sand at 2,280 feet. No. 1 Koslinski 
has been making around 5,000,000 cubic 
feet of gas daily for the past six months, 
and is being used for fuel in the Covert 
field.

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GRAFT IN FUEL OIL 


Shipping Board Vaud Officers Ac- 
cused of Giving and Accepting 
Gifts 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 12, 1920. 

Graft in connection with the supplying 
of fuel and other articles required by ves- 
sels of the United States Shipping Board 
is charged in a report being distributed 
by the select committee of the House that 
has been investigating the operations of 
the Shipping Board. This is the result 
in part of the practice alleged to be en- 
gaged in by ship supply companies and 
by officers and others on ships of giving 
and accepting if not soliciting commis- 
sions, gifts and tips from ship chandlers 
and others. It appears from the report 
that sometimes when a ship returns to 
port there is considerable fuel oil in 
bunker but that the tanks are refilled 
and more oil is receipted for than is ace- 
tually pumped in. the engineers some- 
times receiving a rebate from the bunker- 
ing companies or dividing the difference 
with them and the shipmaster. 

It is also charged in the report that 
concerns operating ships for the Board 
make interlocking contracts with com- 
panies supplying fuel and other supplies 
and with ship junk dealing concerns in 
which the operating companies are _ in- 
terested under which contracts the oper- 
ating companies pay excessive prices for 
inferior goods or otherwise indirectly in- 
crease their profits. The Federal Trade 
Commission has issued unfair competi 
tion complaints against ship chandler con- 
cerns for so-called commercial bribery. 
The report is expected to go before the 
House of Representatives for attention. 
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Oil Belt Power Co.’s Dam at East- 
land, Texas, Nearly Completed 


FORT WORTH, Texas, Nov. 10, 1920. 

The last span of the big dam that the 
Oil Belt Power Co. is building on the Leon 
River east of Kastland will be completed 
next week The dam was to have been 
completed last week but the heavy rains 
over that section caused water to go over 
the temporary dam and render work on 
the permanent structure impossible. 

The large flood gates have been set 
and the dam will soon be ready to hold 
water. “After this is done,’ J. E. Lewis, 
general manager of the company. said, 
“let it rain, the more the merrier.” 

This dam will inundate approximately 
42 acres of ground and will be about 40 
feet at its deepest point. This structure 
as it is now being built, is but the first 
unit. Other units will be added as the 
occasion demands. 

Already high tension wires have been 
strung throughout the oil fields and wells 
are now being pumped electrically and 
the owners of the wells stated that they 
are more than pleased with the result. 

It is estimated that the production of 
the Eastland field will be increased about 
10,000 barrels by the installation of elec-

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OSAGE CASE. DISMISSED 


Court Lacked Jurisdiction in Suit 


Against Secretary of the Interior 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9, 1920. 
The United States Supreme Court has 
dismissed, for want of jurisdiction, the 
case of Franklin Shaw, John F. Palmer 
et al against John Barton Payne, Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The case involved 
the legality of the system that has been 
followed of leasing Osage Indian oil lands. 
As stated in complainants’ brief. it in- 
volves the maladministration of the trust 
established by Congress for the manage- 
ment of the oil lands of the Osage 
Indians. These lands were stated to have 
been purchased by the Indians with their 
own money. The only control of Congress 
was exercised over them by enacting 
a law providing for leasing of the lands 
by the tribal council of Indians, and re- 
quiring the leases to be approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior before becoming 
effective. and finally providing that royal- 
ties shall be determined by the president. 
This suit was brought in a District of 
Columbia court by members of the Osage 
tribe to restrain the Secretary of the In- 
terior from approving leases of Osage 
oil lands on the following grounds :—1— 
That leases covering 235,000 acres were 
about to be granted to parties having no 
legal right thereto and without competi- 
tive bidding for the privilege of leasing 
contrary to established custom and prac- 
tice. 2—That thereby loss would be in- 
flicted upon the Osage Indians estimated 
at $12,000,000. 3—That the purported 
leases were not authorized by a majority 
of the eight trustees chosen by the Indians 
under the law. 4—That the Secretary of 
the Interior had no legal leases before 
him and could not exercise the power 

conferred upon him by Congress 5 
That misrepresentation and misinforma- 
tion and undue influence were employed 
by the secretary and his subordinate 
officers in excess and abuse of their law- 
ful discretion and power in obtaining 
approval of leases or purported leases, by 
less than a majority of the Indians’ trus- 
tees, which the secretary was to approve.

Case of Wilmer Jeannette 

Mr. Vogelsang’s denial of prospecting oil 
permits in a producing structure was made 
of Wil 
mer Jeannette, who appealed from the de 
cision of the general land office affirming 
the action of the local officers rejecting his 
original and amended applications filed last 
February and March for a permit to pros 
pect for oil and gas on lands in the Lewis 
town land district of Montana. The tracts 
on which application was filed were reported 
by the geological survey to be within a 
producing oil field, and that is the reason 
given for rejection of the application In 
his decision Mr. Vogelsang says: 

“Under date of July 6, 1920, the Director 
of the Geological Survey reported to the 
Commissioner that the lands above described 
lie within the known geologic structure of 
the Cat Creek field, as defined by the Di- 
rector on April 2, 18 and transmitted to 
the Commissioner under date of April 15, 
1920. The Director also stated that since 
under section 13 of the said act of February 
25, 1920, prospecting permits cannpt be 
granted within a known geologic structure 
of a producing field, it appeared that the 
application in question must be rejected, 
and it was on the basis of said report that 
the action of the Commissioner complained 
of was taken.

Notice of Intention 


“In the application it is alleged that the 
notice of intention to apply for a prospect 
ing permit was posted on the land February 
26. 1920. 

“The Department is not impressed with 
the soundness of this contention Section 
13 of the act authorizes the Secretary of the 
Interior to grant to any applicant qualified 
under the act a permit under which he is 
given the exclusive right, fer a prescribed 
period, to prospect for oil or gas upon not 
to exceed 2,560 acres of land wherein such 
deposits belong to the United States and are 
not within any known geological structure 
of a producing oil or gas field. The sole 
purpose of such a permit is to induce the 
person to whom it is granted to go upon 
land outside of known geological structures 
of producing oil or gas fields and diligently 
explore the same for oil or gas, and as a 
reward for the discovery of oil or gas within 
the limits of the area covered by a permit 
the permittee is by section 14 of the act 
accorded the right to lease the lands em- 
braced in his permit under far more ad- 
vantageous terms than these prescribed by 
the provisions of section 17 of the act, re- 
specting deposits of oil or gas situated 
within a known geological structure of a 
producing oil or gas field The act clearly 
does not contemplate the granting of a 
prospecting permit covering deposits of oil 
or gas within the known geological structure 
of a producing field, even though such a 
status as to the deposits may have arisen 
only during the pendency of the application 
for a permit.” 


Instructions to Land Offices 


Mr. Tallman’'s instructions relative to non- 
mineral applications in conflict with applica- 
tions for oil prospecting permits were con- 
tained in a circular addressed to registers 
and receivers of United States land offices, 
which reads as follows: 

“Instructions have been requested from 
several local offices as to the proper pro- 
cedure to take in connection with non- 
mineral applications or selections filed for 
lands embraced in applications fer pros- 
pecting permits or leases, or which may be 
subject to preference rights, under the leas- 
ing act of February 25, 1920 

“A prospecting permit is granted in con- 
templation of a future lease for a part or 
all of the same land in case of discovery: 
hence as to subsequent non-mineral en 
tries with a reservation of the oil or gas 
to the United States, the lands embraced in 
a prospecting permit should be treated the 
same as if embraced in an oil or gas lease 
with a reservation to the United States of 
the right ‘to t sell, or otherwise dis 
pose of the surface of the lands embraced 
within such lease under existing laws or 
laws hereafter enacted, in so far as shid 
surface is not necessary for the use of the 
lessee in extracting or removing the de- 
posits therein.’ pursuant to section 29 of 
the leasing act As the placing of such a 
reservation in a » is made discretionary 
with the Secretary, it necessarily follows 
that any disposition of the surface of lands 
embraced in permits or leases is by the 
act left entirely discretionary with the Land 
Department, to be determined on the facts 
of each particular case 

“The so-called relief sections of the act 
(18. 18 (a), 19 and 22) recognize equitable 
rights in the owners and occupants of claims

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PACIFIC OIL SHORTAGE 


Coast Production Is Now 10,000,000 
Barrels Less Than the Con 


sumption 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6, 1926 

The Pacific Coast is facing a serious 
fuel oil shortage, oil production is 10, 
000,000 barrels a year less than oil con- 
sumption, and storage stocks of oil al 
ready have been reduced to an 
equivalent to only two months 
consumption. 

These are the conclusions reached by 
the special Fuel Oil Committee of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce ap 
pointed two months ago to survey the 
situation in this State and to recommend 
relief measures 

The committee, which has just filed its 
report with the directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce, comprises Charles H. Bent- 
ley, chairman; R. H. Vorfeld. secretary, 
and J. R. Hanify, Wallace M. Alexander, 
Alfred I. Esberg, C. Parker Holt, Joseph 
J. Tynan and Leon G. Levy. 

Included among the recommendations 
of the committee are :—Curtailment of re 
gional fuel oil delivery; electrification of 
railroads; use of Mexican fuel oil by 
merchant and naval vessels: importation 
of Mexican oil; decrease of California oil 
exports; use of substitutes for fuel oil; 
general voluntary curtailment of con 
sumption by users of ffiel oil; encourage- 
ment of oil prospecting by amendment of 
Federal legislation; installation of fuel 
Saving equipment by oil consumers; en- 
couragement and support of hydro-elec- 
tric power development. 

The committee names, as of chief im- 
portance in the problem of permanent 
betterment, early and rapid development 
of hydro-electric power. Possible elec- 
trification of railroads is involved. These 
now consume from 37 to 40 per cent. of 
the fuel oil supply of California, and the 
general substitution of hydro-electric 
power for fuel oil in industry. 
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To Have Fuel Oil Stations 
SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 6, 

Establishment of fuel oil stations at 
Pacific Coast ports and extension of gaso 
line service along the Pacific Coast high- 
Way are contemplated by the Associated

OIL LAND LEASES 


Secretary of Interior Decides Against 
Three Companies as Locators 


Were Dummies 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11, 1920. 


Application for lease of oil land under 
the mineral land leasing law has been 
approved by the Secretary of the In- 
terior in the case of the Salt Creek Con- 
solidated Oil Co. to operate on 640 acres 
in the Salt Creek field. Four wells have 
been already drilled on the plot but there 
has been no production in the past. 

The case of the Consolidated Mutual.

This would take an- 
other two or three years at least. If an- 
other well in that district showed as good 
results, it would probably justify imme- 
diate action. If the well at Windy Point 
on Great Slave Lake proved a success, 
there would be ample grounds for going 
ahead with plans for transportation; but 
with only the output from one well the 
undertaking would be too uncertain. 


A possible route would be from Peace 
River to Hay River and down to Hay 
River Post. The oil could be transported 
from Fort Norman up the Mackenzie to 
Hay River Post by boats, a distance of 
approximately 700 miles. 

In Alberta and the great north there 
are 300,000 square miles of territory un- 
derlaid with rock formation suitable for 
the accumulation of oil; and it is reason- 
able to expect reservoirs of oil in many 
other sections besides the Fort Norman 
area. In all there are nine regions in 
this area. 

Geologists do not expect to be able to 
get large gushers such as are to be seen 
in Mexico. On the other hand the struc. 
ture is more favorable in many basins 
for reservations of small bodies of oil. 
This in Dr. Allan’s opinion was an ad- 
vantage; for as a rule a gusher is much 
shorter-lived than a small producer. 

Oil indications are found in a great 
many places in Alberta and the Far 
North. It is not reasonable to expect to 
find oil at every point in 300000 square 
miles of territory; but it is reasonable to 
expect that as yet the real oil fields in 
Alberta have not been touched. Alberta 
at present is producing and marketing 
oil in small quantities. In 1919 one well 
in the Okotoks field refined and marketed 
13,040 barrels of oil. 


Helium in Canada 


CHATHAM, Ont., Nov. 9, 1920. 


Prof. J. C. McLennan, of the University 
of Toronto, recently made public some 
details of the experimental work in 
helium production carried on in Canada. 

In the autumn of 1915 the Board of In- 
vention and Research. requested Prof. 
McLennan to undertake a survey of the 
helium resources of Canada and the Brit- 
ish Empire. In Ontario Prof. McLennan 
found the percentage of helium in natural 
gas to increase from 0.15 to 0.33 of 1 
per cent. as he went further west. He 
estimated the entire available supply at 
2,000,000 cubic feet a year. In the Bow 
Island field in Southern Alberta the per 
centage is 0.36 and the possible annual 
supply over 1,000,000 cubic feet. 

In 1917 a small experimental plant was 
established at Hamilton. Ontario. Tn 
1918 the scene of experiments was shift- 
ed to Calgary, Alta., where the Canadian 
Western Natural Gas Co. provided fa- 
cilities for the work. A run of three 
days produced in the second stage 70 
cubie feet of helium of 90 per cent. pur- 
ity. The purity was finally increased to 
97 per cent., 99 per cent. being the maxi- 
mum obtainable. Prof. McLennan esti- 
mates that a plant could be established 
at Calgary to yield 10,500,000 cubic feet 
of helium per year, of a purity of 97 per 
cent. at an estimated cost of $750,000.

3. The graphic method acts as a check 
on itself and really gives the average re- 
sult of a large number of calculations. It 


also “‘visualizes”’ in a very striking way 
the evaporation loss. 

If all data necessary for the third 
method noted above were available. then 


the second method could be used, but the 
additional data on the gravities of the 
crudes would still be necessary for the 
first method. With barely enough data 
available, for either method 1 or 2, then 
only method 1 or 2 could be used. A 
combination of all three methods should 


give accurate and dependable results. 
Knowing the per cent. volume lost and 
the specific gravity of the crude before 


and after evaporation, then by use of the 
formula the specific gravity of the por- 
tion evaporated can be determined.

It is noticed that the field measure- 
ments show a slightly lower loss than

CALIFORNIA WAGE PLAN 
Commissioner Marsh Says Oil Work- 
ers’ Pay Has Been Raised to $6 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10, 1920. 


Unqualified success for the plan for 
wage adjustment in the California oil 
fields, which began during the war with 


the co-operation of the Department of 
Labor, is claimed by E. P. Marsh, mem- 
ber of the special Mediation Commission 
appointed by President Wilson, in an 
article in the October monthly Labor Re 
view. Mr. Marsh presents as an exhibit 
the memorandum of terms governing re- 
lations of operators and workmen in oil 
and gas producing companies, as deter- 
mined by the Mediation Commission. 

He goes on to say that a number of cor- 
porations were operating and that their em- 
ployes had been working long hours for low 
askance at 


wages; that the employers looked 

the employes’ efforts to organize because they 
feared arrogant labor dictation. Shortly after 
the war began, he says, one of the largest 


companies reduced the hours from 12 to 8 
und established a $4 minimum wage. Some 
of the workers, being unable to secure recog- 
nition from employers as an organization, 
sought the intercession of the government. 
The Mediation Commission took up the mat- 
ter. Mr. Marsh says that it was quickly 
found that both groups in the controversy held 
the needs of the country to be first and fore- 
most. Out of conferences which began at 
Santa Barbara under the auspices of the 
Mediation Commission came the agreement 
which exists today in the oil industry of 
California. 


In three years the workers in the oil indus- 


try of California have reduced their hours 
from 12 to &. 
In the same period they have raised their 


minimum wage from $2.32 a day to $6 a day. 
They have had provided a permanent court 
to which they may go in the adjudication of 
their grievances, certain in the knowledge 
that they will receive courteous treatment and 
due consideration,

produced in each district are shown by table IT. 
It will be noted that in volume of crude 
handled by the refineries the district compris- 
ing Texas and Louisiana leads all others, but 
the district comprising Kansas and Oklahoma 
ads in volume of gasoline produced. This 
difference is due to the fact that a relatively 
high percentage of crude run through the 
large refineries along the Gulf consists of the 
heavy Gulf Coast crudes. which contain prac- 
tically no gasoline. The influence of low 
gravity crudes on gasoline production is also 
illustrated by the figures for California and 
for the East Coast districts. The crudes of 
California have a comparatively low gasoline 
content, while the volume of Mexican crude 
ran by the East Coast refineries shows its 
effect on the relation between crude run and 
gasoline produced. 

In only one district, California, was the 
volume of gasoline produced less in 1919 than 
in 1918. This decrease in production in the 
face of a decided increase in demand has re- 
sulted in a shortage of gasoline in States 
supplied by the California refineries. In all 
ither refining districts the production of gaso- 
line was greater in 1919 than in 1918, although 
ina few districts the percentage of gasoline 
obtained from a given amount of crude de- 
creased. 


The Yield of Gasoline 


The figures in column 3 of Table 1 show 
that in the past years there has been a de- 
cided increase in the amount of gasoline ob- 
tained from a given amount of crude. In 1904 
the gasoline produced amounted to 10.3 per 
cent. of the crude oil run to refineries, whereas 
in 1919 the yield was 26.1 per cent. In other 
words, 4.3 gallons of gasoline were produced 


from each barrel of crude in 1904, while 11 
Fallons: were obtained from each barrel of 
crude in 1919, an increase in gasoline yield 


amounting to 155 per cent. The increase in 
percentage yield was particularly noticeable 
between 1916 and 1918, the gain for this period 
being approximately 33 per cent. Since 1918 
there has been no change, the yield for 1910 
amounting to 26.1 per cent., or 11 gallons of 
gasoline per barrel of crude run 





Increases in the yield of gasoline have been 
partly due to improvements in refinery equip 
ment and to relative increases in the produc-

In some sectiona of the country It Is still 
possible to obtain high-test gasolines, although 
the necessity of producing highly volatile air- 
plane gasolines removed the grade known as 
76-degree gasoline from the market during the 
war, and it has not been re-established. In 
the Pittsburgh district, in particular, there 
is still a decided demand for a product more 
volatile than the average grade of motor gaso- 
line. This product, known as 68 to 70-degree 
gasoline, commands a price 3 to 5 cents a 
gallon higher than motor gasoline, and con- 
tinues to be available in limited quantities. 
In practically all other sections of the country 
only one grade of gasoline is generally mar- 
keted, 

In a report to the Director of the Oil Divi- 
sion, United States Fuel Administration, on 
“Potential Production of Airplane Gasoline,"’ 
the Bureau of Mines estimated that if all 
gasolines now produced were of a_ volatility 
equivalent to that of the so-called 76-degree 
grade the yield would be reduced approxi- 
mately one-half, and if of the same volatility 
as motor gasolines marketed four or five years 
ago the production would be reduced approxi- 
mately one-quarter. This estimate indicates 
the importance that the change in volatility 
has had on the yield of gasoline from crude 
oil, for, if no change had been made, instead 
of a gasoline production in 1919 of more than 
94,000,000 barrels there would have been a 
production of less than 50,000,000 barrels of 
76-degree gasoline, or less than 75,000,000 bar- 
rels of the grade that was in general use four 
or five years ago. 


Importance of Cracking Processes 
The use of cracking processes has had a 
noticeable effect on the yield of gasoline. It 
is estimated that the Burton process has fur- 


nished more than 10 per cent. of the total 
gasoline produced since the process was first 
put into operation on a commercial scale. 
This added amount of gasoline has been 


rendered available without increasing the con- 
sumption of crude petroleum, and has been of 


prime importance in preventing shortages of 
motor fuel and in conserving the supply of 
crude.

A considerable percentage of the casing- 
head now being produced is being shipped to 
the refineries, where it ie added to straight 
run products that are deficient in low boiling 
material. This method of utilization allows 
the refiner to ‘‘cut deeper into the crude,’’ as 
he can supply the necessary percentages of 
low boiling constituents by the addition of 
casing-head, and for that reason can increase 
the amount of motor fuel that can be obtained 
from a given amount of crude. A more even 
distribution o fcasing-head would aid in in- 
creasing the percentage yield of gasoline, for 
at present some gasolines on the market are 
deficient in low boiling constituents while 
others contain percentages apparently higher 
than necessary. 

Column 4 of Table 2 shows the percentage 
yield of gasoline for each of the seven refining 
districts for the years 1918 and 1919. Although 
in most districts the percentages of gasoline 
obtained from a given amount of crude, either 
increased or decreased during the two-year 
period, depending on changes in the nature of 
crude handled in each district, the yield for 
the country as a whole remained at 26.1 per 
cent. for both years. The fact that the aver- 
age volatility of gasoline marketed throughout 
the country has not changed appreciably since 
1918 is largely responsible for the constant 
figure for gasoline yield. The increased im- 
portation of heavy Mexican crudes and the 
scarcity of material for the construction of 
cracking stills and likewise of importance in 
preventing a normal increase in the percentage 
yield of gasoline. 

The influence of the production of cracked 
gasoline on the percentage yield of gasoline 
is well illustrated by the figures in column 4. 


In the two refining districts in which the 
Burton process is most extensively employed, 
namely, the Indiana and Illinois district and 


the Colorado and Wyoming district, the yield 
of gasoline is considerably higher than if only 
the normal gasoline content of the crudes had 
been obtained. The refineries in Western 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky obtain 
their supply of crude from fields in that dis- 
trict and from the Mid-Continent field. The 
normal gasoline content of these crudes does 
not exceed that of the crudes handled by 
Kansas and,Oklahoma refineries, but the yield 
of gasoline obtained is higher by more than 
10 per cent. Although some of the Wyoming

amount of gasoline equivalent to that produced 
by the Burton process since its development. 

If the demand for gasoline keeps increasing 
at a rate more rapid than the increase in pro- 
duction of crude petroleum, it is highly essen- 
tial that cracking processes come into even 
more general use than at present. In this 
connection it will be interesting to observe 
the effect of the recent offer of the owners of 
the Burton process to lease the process to 
Independent refineries. If the process is in- 
stalled in refineries throughout the country 
there should be a decided increase in the yield 
of gasoline without proportional increases in 
the consumption of crude, provided, of course, 
that there is sufficient differences between the 
price of gasoline and the price of fuel oil to 
make the operation of the process profitable. 

Casing-head gasoline has been of more im- 
portance in increasing the total supply of 
motor fuel than its production would indicate. 
The amount of raw casing-head produced 
represents only about 8 per cent. of the total 
gasoline production, but this amount rendered 
available for motor fuel a quantity of naphtha 
or heavy gasoline at least equal to the produc- 
tion of raw casing-head. Without the addi- 
tion of casing-head these products could not 
have been used to good advantage as motor 
fuel, as they do not contain sufficient low 
boiling constituents. 


crudes have a very high gasoline content, the 
yield of gasoline for the Colorado and 
Wyoming district is much higher than would 


result if only the normal gasoline content 
had been obtained from the crudes in that 
district. 


The figures for gasoline yield are based on 
barrels of crude run to the stills and do not 
take into/consideration oils that were pur- 
chased and re-run. In the production of gaso- 
line by cracking processes, heavy oils, such as 
gas oil, obtained by direct distillation, are 
used for the manufacture of gasoline. These 
oils are classed as re-run oils, and in districts 
where cracking stills are extensively operated 
they amounted to a high percentage of the 
crude run to the stills. In the Indiana and 
Illinois district re-run oils which, include oils 
run to cracking stills, amounted to 32 per cent. 
of the crude handled by the refineries, and in 
the Colorado and Wyoming district they 
amounted to Sper cent., while in all other 
districts re-run oils amounted to approximately 
10 per cent. of the crude run to the stills. 
If figures were based on the volume of all oils 
treated the percentage yield of gasoline for 
all districts would be reduced to some extent, 
but in the two districts in question the reduc- 
tion would be very marked.

Other Interesting Wells 


Though these were the only sensational com- 
pletions of the week, there are others of in- 
terest. Seven miles southeast of Breckenridge 
the Pierce Oil Corporation brought in a 600- 
barrel well on the Glenn tract. East of Breck- 
enridge the Walker-Caldwell Co. brought in a 
well on its acreage that showed good for 500 
to 600 barrels, according to reports late in the 
week. At first reports the well had been 
drilled in only ten feet and it will probably be 
drilled several feet deeper. 


The only point of interest just now in East- 
land county is the territory lying between 
Carbon and Sipe Springs in the southern part 
of the county, where production was discov- 
ered a few weeks ago in the Caddo lime. 
During the week two good wells were com- 
pleted on the Puett tract. one good for more 
than 700 barrels and the other good for 200 
barrels.

Donehoo-Rayzor Test 


The Donehoo-Rayzor test, on the Middleton, 
north of Wichita Falls, a short distance from 
the city limits, is reported bailing oil, testing 
an oil sand around 930 feet.

Dr. E. Barth of New York, chief of the 
geological staff of the National Exploration 
Co., who has been making observations in 
New Mexico, has recommended that the Na- 
tional test a sand showing oil at 1,030 feet in 
its No, 2 well.at Orchard Park, eleven miles 
south of Roswell.

OKLAHOMA GAS _ 











TULSA, Okla., Nov. 8, 1920. 
On Monday, November 8, representa- 


tives of the Oklahoma Natural Gas Co. 
appeared before the Corporation Commis- 
sion, sitting in this city, with a request 
for an increase in rates to domestic and 
industrial consumers in the city of Tulsa. 
The company wishes to adopt the ‘“‘scale 
system,” claiming that It will mean no 
increased cost to consumers. but city offi- 
cials who have investigated the plan, de- 
clare that it is certain to add to the fuel 
costs of the citizens. The company has 
been allowed to increase its rates to do- 
mestic consumers to 50 cents a thousand 
feet, which city officials contend is high 
enough to allow the company to make a 
reasonable profit on its investment. 

The city intends to fight to the last ditch any 
change in rates. J¢ is going to ask the Okla- 
homa Natural Gas Co. to show where it is 
getting its gas; how much it is paying for it 
at the wells; the cost of producing gas. and 
other questions pertinent to the subject of in- 
creased rates. The company has prepared a 
mass of figures which it claims will fully sup- 
port its claims for increased rates. 


May Pipe Gas from Texas 


Certain Oklahoma gas men are closely 
watching the Amarillo field, in the Texas Pan- 
handle, where ten wells already drilled are 
reported to have a combined volume of 300,- 
000,000 feet per day. Wells drilled several 
months ago have been recently tested, and 
show no decrease in rock pressure. The gas 
comes from a sand found at 2,500 feet and 
deeper, which has all appearances of containing 
vast stores of the valuable fuel. Up to date 
no market for the bulk of the gas has been 
found. Should the Oklahoma men, who have 
the backing of certain Easterners, conclude 
that the gas sand has staying qualities a large 
main may be laid from Amarillo into Okla- 
homa, where it could be connected with the 
distributing systems of this State. 

The Lone Star Gas Co. continues taking gas 
from the Southern fields of this State for dis- 
tribution to their customers in Fort Worth and 
Dallas. The Lone Star Co. received higher 
prices from consumers than are paid in Okla- 
homa, and willingly pays more for gas at the 
wells than is paid by the Oklahoma Natural. 
The latter company claims it cannot compete 
with the Lone Star as long as its rates to con- 
sumers remain at their present figures.

ordered on the Columbia Tap and the head 
officials of the producing department of the 
Texas Co. made a record trip to the burning 
oil field. Among the officials were C. N., 
Scott, J. C. McCue and W. H. Lyne. 

At the field it was found that the 
of all the excitement was No. 51 
drilling by the Texas Co. 300 feet from 
No. 4%, the new gusher. Ten-inch casing 
was set in this test a little below 2,100 feet 
about two weeks ago, or a week before the 
fire. At 2,254 feet, the well blew in with 
“a tremendous gas pressure estimated at 
1,000,000,000 cubic feet. This formation, it 
is said, was encountered in both No. 1 
Abrams and No. 49 Hogg, but about 100 feet 
farther down, showing that, in all prob- 
ability, production, in the vicinity of No. 
51 Hogg, will be found at 2,600 feet instead 
of 2,700 feet. The well blew in with a 
thunderous roar, heard for more than 20 
miles, and immediately caught fire. It 
burned until noon the following day when 
the well sanded up and the fire was out. 


Boom On at Blue Ridge 


There were no new wells completed at 
Blue Ridge during the week, and the Texas 
Co.’s No. 1 Robinson, the 6,000-barrel well, 
which was pinched in to 500 barrels, lacking 
storage, has sanded up and is not produc- 
ing this week. 

But this in no way affects the activity at 
the field, where teams are hauling in ma- 
terial as fast as possible for derricks 
temporary housing and drilling machinery. 
The field is but three miles from Missouri 
City, a station on the Southern Pacific rail- 
way and 16 miles southwest of Houston. 
Thus far, there is a heavy graveled road 
accessible by auto, although very rough in 
places. From the station east it is three 
miles to the Blue Ridge field over heavy 
black and red wax roads, such as can only 
be found in this section of the country. 
Heavy rains most of last week with the 
heavy traffic made this almost impassable, 
and none but mule teams could get by 
some of it. 

At Missouri City a building and real estate 
boom is*on as this Ig where’ the ofl man, 
who wishes to find lodging and board, must 
look for accomodations. 

This is taking on the appearance of the 
first days at Goose Creek, following the dis- 
covery of gusher oil there, four years ago. 
Temporary shelter of tents and shacks are 
popping up everywhere, both here and at 
the field. The station will soon be a full 
blown town, with all the features of an oil 
boom town. 

But more important is the trading of 
leases at Blue Ridge. Nearly everything to 
the east of the Gulf’s wells had been taken 
up long ago, but there were 17 acres jutting 
into the Texas Co.'s 500 acres of the Robin- 
son land that was not included in its lease 
and had been held for just such a conting- 
ency as the Texas Co.’s gusher brought 
about. This was divided up into one acre 
tracts, and brought approximately $175,000. 
The Humble Oil & Refining Co. got seven 
acres of this, adjoining and near the Robin- 
son well on the east and between it and the 
Gulf’s wells on the Bassett Blakely. North 
of the well, the White Oil Corporation and 
Blue Ridge Production Co. have an acre or 
two, and the Oil Issues has one acre just 
north of the well. The Republic Production 
Co. and the Gulf Production Co. also ac- 
guired one of these valuable acres. The 
Texas Co.'s lease protects the well to the 
south and west and encircles the 17 acres 
to the north. But east of the 17 acres the 
Republic and Humble Oil Cos. both have 
holdings, and also a number of others, in- 
cluding the Sinclair Gulf Oil Co., West Pro- 
duction Co., Crown Oll & Refining Co. and 
the Invincible Oil Co. Many of these have 
already begun preparations for drilling cam- 
paigns and the long delayed boom at Blue 
Ridge is on at last.

Blue Ridge district is hum- 
ming like a bee hive. Outside of the ac- 
tivity in buying and selling leases the field 
is being rapidly as possible put in shape for 
an active drilling campaign. This land, be 
it known, is not involved in the long drawn 
out controversy against Bassett Blakely and 
the State of Texas. Not only. this, but it 
shows for bigger production. 

The deepest test in the field is the West 
Production Co.’s No. 1 Luscher, south of the 
Gulf's wells and east of the Texas Co.'s No. 
1 Robinson. It was reported as_ drilling 
around 3,740 feet at the close of the week 
and does not look much as if it would find 
the pay at so great a depth, although the 
Robinson well was completed below 3,400 
feet. On the Luscher 100-acre tract, the 
West Production Co. and Gulf Production 
Co.'s joint test, No. 3 Luscher, is drilling 
at 1,700 feet. No. 2 was a small producer 
some time ago. About 1,200 feet from the 
Gulf’s well the Blue Ridge Production Co. 
has set 8-inch casing in No. 1_ Bassett 
Blakely and is drilling ahead The Gulf 
Production Co. has three new derricks on 
the Bassett Blakely but has not begun to 
drill. It also has made a location for No 
1 Goodman. On the Soderberg 5 acres the 
Phoenix Oil Co. has a derrick. The Crown 
OU & Refining Co. has made a location for 
No. 1 Randsom on its acre out of the 17, 
near the Robinson well, and there is prob- 
ably a number of others not yet reported 
The Humble Oil & Refining Co. has made 
three locations and the Invincible Oil Co. 
two, and has two rigs en route to Blue 
Ridge from North Texas.

Outside of the burned well, No. 51 Hogg, 
south of the Abrams well, probably the one 
now drilling having the best chance for a 
big producer is the Texas Co.'s No. 4 Abrams, 
which is segting 10-inch casing at 2,145 
feet, 400 feet west and a little to the north 
of No. 1 Abrams. It is the only test drill- 
ing by the company on the Abrams lease, 
which was free to select its own choice for 
a location as Nos. 2 and 3 Abrams are offset 
wells, along the line between the Jackson 
nO acres to the north of the well, and about 
1,200 feet from it. Both these are near com- 
pletion, but as they are but 150 feet from 
their offsets are not likely to be out of the 
ordinary, judging the wells already completed 
on the Jackson land. 

The Texas Co.’s No. 2 Abrams, 
the Gulf’s well, is drilling around 
and No. 8 Abrams, offsetting the Humble 
OU & Refining Co.'s No. 1 Robinson, is drill- 
ing at 3,000 feet. One of these should be a 
completion within another week. All three 
along the south end of the Jackson have two 
or three other tests now drilling in the same 
locality, and have derricks for yet others. 
The Monarch Oil & Refining Co. and Stribling 
et al, have begun two tests on the Smith 
tract, near the completion. No. 2 Smith is 
drilling at 2,000 feet, and No. 3 at 1,100 
feet. The Gulf's No. 2 Masterson is down 
1,500 feet, and No. 8 is down 1,800 feet 
The Humble Oil & Refining Co. is down 
2,200 feet in No. 4 Robinson; 1,700 feet in 
No. 5 Robinson and a few hundred feet in 
No. 8.
